Prominent Members of the Safety 


Committee Criticise His Tactics. | 


HIS PLEA A MERE QUIBBLE, 


Messrs. Furth, Judson and Others 
Take Him to Task for Discourtesy 
to Representative Citizens. 


The statement of. Representative Selden 
P. Sencer, published in the Post-Dispatch 
of Saturday, relative to the summary dis- 
posal by the House of the petition of sixty- 
four members of the Committee of Public 
Safety, was subjected to a general discus- 
sion by the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee at their meeting yesterday after- 
noon. . 

In view of the impression that obtained 


that Mr. 8 cer was responsible for the op- 
position offered by Mesérs. Horton,' Samp- 
son, Wenneker and others to the Safety 
Committee election bill, this latest utter- 
ance of Mr. Spencer provoked some adverse 
criticism in committee. After.adjournment 
several of the members consented to allow 
their opinions to be reduced to writing. 

Mr. Jacob Furth said: “I don’t care to 
enter into a discussion as te the propriety 
of the action of the House in tabling the 
petition of the Safety Committee. As to the 
character of the bill presented by the Safety 
Committee, I am perfectly satisfied that, if 
adopted, it would very radically improve 
present conditions, 

“TIT, for one, have certainly no desire to at- 
tempt to force a legislator to vote against 
his convictions, but, as to Mr. Spencer, his 
convictions, as stated at the meeting of the 
conference committee at the regular ses- 
sion were strongly in accord with the con- 
victions of the Safety Committee as ex- 
pressed in the bill. 

“If it be true, as Mr. Spencer says, that 
no one outside of the Executive Committee 
who has read both bills, is not now in favor 
of House bill No. 1, then there should be no 
trouble for Mr. Spencer to convince mem- 
bers of the Conference Committee and get 
from them a unanimous report in favor of 
his bill. I am certainly glad to see that Mr. 
Spencer is absolutely sure that we will have 
a good election law: If our Legislature can 
formulate one that is better than the bill 
submitted by the Safety Committee, so 
much the better for the people, but thus far 
I see nothing which, in my opinion, would 
be an improvement on the bill presented by 
the Safety Committee. The General Commit- 
tee, through its Executive Committee, has 
no desire to stand on technicalities, and is 
certainly @ot influenced by any motives of 
pride or egotism. What we want is a bill 
that will rid us of the evils from which we 


“So far as ‘blocking legislation’ is con- 
cerned, nothing is further from our purpose. 
The position which Mr. Spencer takes, if in- 
sisted on by every legislator, would make 
it practically impossible to bring about any 
legislation under circumstances such as ex- 
ist in the Missouri Legislature. As I under- 
etand it, conference committees are ap- 
pointed for the purpose of reconciling differ- 
enoes, and to enable dissenting parties to 
unite on sOme common middle ground. If 
each party to a controversy insisted on elth- 
er carrying his proposition or dissenting, 
there sonia be no use whatever for a con- 
ference committee, and deadlocks would be 
the rule where they eught to be the excep- 

n. 

tothe Executive Committee of the Com- 
mittee of Public Safety is a unit on the 
general principles which underlie the bill, 
and interpose no objections to perfecting it 
if, in the judgment of our legislators, any 
part thereof can be properly amended and 
the utility of the bill thereby increased. 

Chairman Nathan Cole said: “I do not 
care to go into an interview, as it would only 
be a reiteration of that which Mr. Furth has 
s0 well expressed, and. which I indorse.’ 

Mr. Frederick N. Judson: “Mr. Spencer 
seems to forget that the Safety Committee 
bill was prepared on the precise lines of the 
measure submitted to the conference com- 
mittee at the general session and there cor- 
dially accepted by him. The. fact that the 
committee, after the call for the special ses- 
sion, was preparing such a bill was widely 
published, and the co-operation of Mr. Spen- 
cer was invited. What the committee de- 
sired especially to avoid: was embarrassing, 
if not imperiling, the enactment of a law 
through partisan feeling. The committee 
makes no claim that its bill is perfect, nor 
will it oppose: amendments which seek to 

erfect it; but it does object to substituting 

n its stead a bill prepared by a party cau- 
cus, which has passed ‘one branch by a party 
vote. It ts wholly aside from this question 
to insist that the House bill is ‘a better bill.’ 

‘“The committee bill has been accepted in 
good faith by the Senate, and passed by a 
non-partisan vote — the first non-partisan 
vote given by either branch of the General 
Assembly on this question in either session. 
I may add that prominent Republican mem-

It of- 
fers a compromise ground upon which all 
who desire the passage of a good election 
bill can stand without anyone yielding or 
receiving partisan advantage.

brother of Duke Albert de Broglie, was shot 

and killed to-day by a woman named Ame- 
lot, a religious maniac. She was laboring 
under the delusion that the Abbe was guilty 
of abusing the secrecy of the confessional. 


The Abbe de Broglie was 61 years old, 
enormously wealthy and very charitable, 
The Amelot woman was one of his peni- 
tents. This afternoon she besought him to 
visit her, in order to receive an impor- 
tant communication. The Abbe imprudent- 
ly complied. The woman accused him of 
spreading a report of her illegitimate birth, 
and demand that he sign a certificate to 
counteract the report and attesting her re- 
spectability.

A BIT OF HISTORY. 


The Constitution of Missouri prohibits 
members of the General Assembly from 
accepting free passes or tickets, or passes 
or tickets at a discount, under penalty of 
forfeiture of office. 

Every member of the General Assembly 
before entering upon the duties of his 
office solemnly swears that he will sup- 
port the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
souri. 

It has long been a matter of common 
notoriety that the Lobby’s control of leg- 
islation at Jefferson City is largely due to 
the distribution of free passes or the 
granting of free transportation in some 
form to members of the General As- 
sembly. , 

Shortly after the present General As- 
sembly convened in extra session, a 
resolution was adopted by the House re- 
quiring the Speaker to name a special 
committee to investigate this matter of 
free passes. 

Speaker Russell drafted the resolution, 
which was purposely so framed ag to re- 
sult in nothing. 

Lobbyist-in-Chief Phelps named the 
committee. Hammond, the chairman of 
the committee, rides on pass No. F 82, 
end the entire committee with the excep- 
tion of Rothwell are Phelps’ henchmen. 

After doing nothing for two weeks, 
Hammond, the pass-using chairman, 
made a report in behalf of the committee 
that no charges in writing against any- 
body had been filed with the committee. 

The moral of this bit of* veracious his- 
tory is that the members of the General 
Assembly believe that the people of Mis- 
souri are as indffferent to the obligation 
of an oath and to decency of conduct as 
the members themselves. 

When the time for making nominations 
to the General Assembly comes round 
mext year we shall see if this is true.

“IN THE NEWSPAPERS.” ; 


It is reported that Admiral Meade of 
the United States Navy is to be court 
martialed because in an interyiew with 
@ reporter of the New York Tribune he 
eriticised the Administration and was 
therefore guilty of disrespect to his 
superior officers, the President and Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

The report suggests a peculiar incon- 
sistency on the part of public officials. 

No charges of disrespectful conduct or 
speech have been made against Admiral 
Meade. No one has laid information of 
the Admiral’s offense before the Depart- 
ment of the Navy. The sole foundation 
for a trial by court martial is a report 
in the newspapers, 

If the Tribune, the World, the Her- 
ald, the Post-Dispatch or any other 
leading newspaper, East or West, had 
printed scandalous charges involving the 
Administration or any public official with 
excelient evidence or even with docu- 
mentary proof, would any notice be taken 
of it in official quarters? The reply 

ould be that the charges were only “in 
» beg newspapers” and hence unworthy of 
attention. An assailed official would be 
eustained in ignoring the matter and 
refusing to resign, no matter what the 
offense- or what the evidence, on the 
ground that he could t resign under 
fire. His superiors would justify in- 
difference to the charges by the plea that 
official cognizance could not be taken 
of mere newspaper statements. What 
would happen if @ charge with sirong 
proof should be made that Olney is pro- 
tecting the trusts? ’

THIRD WEEK OF THE EXTRA SESSION. 

On Friday morning both Houses of the 
Legislature adjourned till Monday after- 
noon, thus closing the third week .of the 
extra session. During the week no prog- 
ress was made with the public business 
for which the Legislature was called to- 
gether. | . 

The House rejected the Senate amend- 
_ment to the Election bill, and the Senate 
insisting upon its amendment, confer- 
ence committees were appointed, which 
were in session during parts of two days 
without accomplishing anything that has 
been made public. An attempt to get 
a vote of the House requiring the Labor 
Committee to report the Fellow-servant 
bills before it failed, because the House 
majority is determined to carry out the 
Phelps-Filley programme of doing noth- 
ing until the Senate shows its hand on 
the various subjects of legislation. 

The Senate proceedings during the week 
were twice marked by outbreaks of 
ribaldry that would disgrace a fish mar- 
ket and by a defeat of the anti-Lobby 
bill, showing conclusively that the grip 
of the Lobby on that body is as strong 
as the gossip current in Jefferson City 
has all along credited it with being. 

The whole record of the Legislature 
during the three weeks has been one of 
dilatory incbmpetence and shameful sub- 
serviency to the Lobby. The language 
of Gov. Stone’s proclamation, which has 
been so resentfully criticised, has been 
abundantly justified by the Legislature 
itself. It has been demonstrated anew 
that “certain railroads maintain an 
organized lobby at the State Capitol 
during the sessions of the General As- 
sembly; that “these corporate agents 
employed to influence public officials 
have grown in numbers and audacity 
until they have become a positive nui- 
gance, a menace and a disgrace to the 
State;’ and that ‘‘not only do they in- 
terfere in legislation which refers exclu- 
sively to railroads, but they do not hesi- 
tate to thrust themselves officiously into 
important measures which relate wholly 
to other subjects.” 

No one who, has watched the proceed- 
ings of the extra session closely,doubts 
that the pernicious influence of the Lobby 
Has been felt in everything that has been 
done or left undone, and the cloge of the 
legislative week found the general solic- 
{tors of three of the most important rail- 
ways in the State at the State capital, 
insolently dictating to the Governor and 
the Legislature the Fellow-servant law 
they will permit to pass, and practically 
asserting that without their permission 
no legislation can be enacted. 

The Governor's justification is com- 
plete.

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WORDERFUL WOOD FIBER. 


When wood fiber is still filled with life, 
as part of a growing plant, it is a wonder- 
ful thing, and the student of botany is 
amazed to find that it can take so many 
forms in disposing of its cells, from the 
beautiful patterns which delight the eye 
in birdseye maple to the delicate and per- 
fect spiralé which may be discovered by 
pulling apart the leaf stalks of a gera- 
nium. 

But it is when it comes into the hands 
of the chemist and the manufacturer 
that wood fiber develops its most re- 
markable properties. The manufacturer 
reduces it to a pulp and uses thousands 
of tons of that pulp every week, in thin, 
dried sheets, to disseminate the news of 
the world. It is the Indian’s “talking 
leaves,” but in the more striking shape of 
“talking trees.” 

So far, however, there has been nothing 
but a mechanical change in the wood 
fiber, All the manufacturer does is to 
grind it to powder. It is still cellular mat- 
ter. The chemist takes it and digests it 
in acid, and, presto! it is capable of being 
formed into articles of clothing and of 
the toilet, toys for children, or explosives 
many times more powerful than gunpow- 
der. The chemist gives this new power 
to the wood fiber by completely digest 
it in a liquid, until its cells are broken up 


is unlike cheese. It is exactly as if the 
chemist had discovered a new substance, 

The wonders of wood fiber in this state 
as celluloid, as exhibited by the cellu- 
loid collar, the comb, the child’s ball, the 
penholder and the napkin ring, are an old 
story. But the latest form of celluloid 
wood fiber, known as artificial silk, is the 
most novel and remarkable of all. This 
artificial silk, it is said, is equally as beau- 
tiful and durable as the silk produced by 
the silkworm. A company with Jarge capi- 
tal has been formed to produce it in un- 
limited quantities. The machines that 
draw and epin it have been modeled 
after the spinning organ of a spider, and 
are both cheap and simple. The factory 
where this strange product will be made 
is to be located in Switzerland, because 
there is no tax there on alcohol, which 
is used in large quantities in making ar- 
tificial silk. 

The visitor to the next World's Fair 
need not be surprised if he should see a 
spruce tree being fed in at one end of a 
monster machine and coming out at the 
other end in the shape of a finished news- 
paper. Nor need he be surprised at see- 
ing such a tree being devoured piecemeal 
by another monster machine and chang- 
ing under his eyes into a web of dainty 
and brilliant silk. 

What he may be surprised at will be in

O'CONNELL LOST HIS RIDER. 


The Winner Took the Lead Soon’ 
After the Start and Was 
Never Headed. 


Society sacrificed itself nobly on the altar 
of fashion when it turned out bedecked in 
spring time beauty to attend the inaugural 
day of the Jockey Club’s spring meeting. 

The weather clerk gave only half-hearted 
encouragement. The sky wore a chilly frown 
all morning. At noon the sun broke through 
but though his smile was bright, it brought 
no warmth, and yet the weather kept no 
one away from the races. 

There was never a bigger, brighter inau- 
gural throng at the fair grounds than ush- 
ered in the season of 1895, 

Despite the keen edge on the wind the 
crowd poured in. The regulars came on the 
cars. The lights of the sporting world rolled 
out in their open carriages. Society’s de- 
votees drove to the grounds in tallyhos or 
traps and in every conceivable form of fan- 
cy livery. A woman never fears the weather 
when ‘she has a fancy gown to wear and 
the stinging air had no visible depressing 
effect on the bright raiment. 

The course never looked brighter or pret- 
tier. There was a new coat of int on 
stands and fences and betting ring. The 

‘quarter stretch wore a thick nap of green 
velvet and not an arid spot was visible in 
the track enclosure. =. 

The course was smooth as a billlard table, 
withal a trifle dusty and lightning fast but 
for the strong wind. 

When the post bugle sounded for the first 
event the track was all animation. The 
quarter stretch and betting ring were black 
with a jostling crowd of men. The lower 
portion of the grand stand was one mass 
of brightly dressed femininity, the color 
tones of summer finery contrasting with the 
more subdued shades of spring wraps and 
demi-season costumes. The upper row of 
hoxes were all occupied by gay parties. The 
picturesque side of the scene reached its 
culmination on the club house verandas 
and the lawn beneath dotted with groups 
who preferred to enjoy the sport al fresco 


lent an air of ease to the display of elegance. |’ 


Libertine’s victory of the day pleased only 
the masculine contingent. The ladies were 
down to a woman on Yo Tambien. The bet- 
ting instinct in women at a horse race is 
fired at the sound of a pretty name and 
what feminine breast could resist the 
temptation to wager her pin money, and a 
little more, perhaps, on the owner of the 
lovely soft Spanish title. 

Libertine’s appellation queered him—to 
use the language of the track—with the fe- 
male portion of the audience, while it may 
have awakened just the opposite sentiment 
among some of the male contingent. Any- 
how the smart people who remebered the 
beating Brown’s colt gave Pop Gray at 
Hawthorne on Thursday figured him as the 
proper animal to run for their money. The 
Kendall stables’ pair had many admirers 
and ruled favorites in the betting. It was a 
false price for all that, made in deference to 
the crowd who banked on the great mare’s 

revious record and not her spring showing. 
The conqueror of Dr. Rice was not without 
admirers, and his price was pounded down 
a point, though most of the money he car- 
ried was for place honors. O’Connell was 
the much touted “‘good thing,”’ that as usual, 
went wrong and as luck would have it, fur- 
nished the only accident of the afternoon. 

As the field of seven swung round the 
first quarter turn in the first event, J. Mc-

It was the only exciting feature of the 
contest as Libertine shot to the fore in the 
first furlong and won in a romp from the 
Kendall Stables’ entry. 

he programme opened unauspiciously 
with a tiresome delay in the first event. 
Starter Ferguson was nearly an hour align-

ing a skittish field of thirteen. They broke 
to a good start at last and the race fur- 
nished the only exciting feature of the day, 
Magnet, whose chances were no better than 
2 to 1 in the opening betting, winning by 
a nose from the favorite Lizzetta after a 
furious drive down the stretch. 

Twenty-two bookmakers cut in and had 
their hands full attending to the bettors 
who gave them a hot argument and scored 
four times out of six. 

The track was in prime condition, but 
dusty. A strong west wind played havoc 
with the sport, for it blew dead against the 
horses across the back stretch, though it 
aided them in the run home. But worst 
of all it wafted the clouds of dust from 
fiying hoofs straight across the grand stand 
and at all times blew with such keenness 
that after the event of the day, the im- 
mense throng thinned out and the last half 
of the programme was run before a crowd 
of regulars. 

THE INAUGURAL HANDICAP. 

The chilled crowd that had sat listlessly 
through the first two races warmed up when 
the saddling bell rang for the Inaugural. 
Down in the betting ring a crowd of. 7,000 
men tried to place commissions for them- 
selves and the 3,000 feminine spectators, for 
everyone wanted a bet down on the big race. 
Dr. Hasbrouck, John Cooper and David de- 
clined the issue, leaving a fleld of seven to 
battle for 000 stake. The Kendall 
stables pair, Yo Tambien and Urania, were 
coupled and ruled favorites, opening at 6 to 
5 and lengthening out to 2 to 1, O’Connell 
was a red-hot second choice at the opening, 
but his chances stretched from 2 to 1 to 12 to 
5. Libertine’s admirers drove his price from 
16 to 6 to 3 tol.

The white and scarlet of Galen Brown’s

Yo Tambien looked trim as 
she cantered by the judges’ stand, but she 
moved in spiritless fashion as though there 
was very little race in her. 


The field fiddled at the post for fully 
quarter of an hour, but as the start was in 
front of the stand, the crowd rather en- 
joyed the delay. Cash Sloan’s anxiety to 
get Simmons off to the fore and Urahia's 
persistence in going the wrong way of the 
track spoiled several splendid breaks. 

When the final ee came they were off 
in a dead line, Wekota furnishing the only 
break in a string of chestnut colored start- 
ers and he a bay at that. Cash Sloan suc- 
ceéded in getting Simmons out first with 
Yo Tambien next up and Libertine at her 
girth. Libertine soon shot to the fore and 
setting a scorchi pace soon put daylight 
between him and his fleld.

As the line rounded the three-quarter turn 
there was a general closing up, Yo Tambien 
came within two lengths of the leader and 
Simmons, runnning strong, wrested third 
place from Urania. The positions were 
unaltered during the swing around the cir- 
cle and Libertine wheeled into the home- 
stretch with a two iengths advantage on 
the inner rail. Yo Tambien, Urania and 
Simmons went to the bat, but Carr’s lash- 
ing could get no response from the pride 
of the Kendall stable. Libertine was full 
of race and came on without urging, pass- 
ing the post a scant two lengths d of 
Yo Tambien, who was whipped out to take 
the place from her stable companion by a 
nose, Si ons was fourth, two len .

CROKER SPRAKS, 


The Political Horseman Tells Why His 
Horses Are Withdrawn. 


LONDON, May 11.—In sporting circles 
there is much comment on the fact that 
all of Mr. Richard Croker’s two-year-olds, 
except Montauk, have been scratched, and 
that not one of Mr. Dwyer’s horses will race 
again until August. The announcement on 
last Thursday that Harry Reed and Stone- 
nell were scratched for the Jubilee stakes 
caused much surprise. This was the first 
big race for which the American horses 
were entered, and it is one in which they 
would have met some of the English cracks, 
including Avington, Raysbury, El Diablo 
and Priestholme. Mr. Richard Croker, yes- 
terday, in notifying the Associated Press 
representative at Newmarket of the scratch- 
ing of the American horses, said:

Anti-Revolution Bill Rejected at 
Berlin. 


SPEECH OF HERR GROEBER. 


The Day’s Proceedings in the Reich- 
stag Enlivened by the Remarks 
of Editor Sigl. 


BERLIN, May 11.—In view of the rejec- 
tion yesterday by the Reichstag of para- 
graph 111 of the anti-revolution bill, which 
practically sealed the fate of that measure, 
nobody was surprised when the Reichstag 
to-day after rejecting paragraph 112 refused 
to further discuss the bill, and all its amend- 
ments were withdrawn. The entry bill 
paragraph by paragraph was rejected and 


the Reichstag adjourned. 

Though the rejection of the anti-revolu- 
tion bill did not surprise anybody who has 
followed the err agitation against it, 
and although the rejection yesterday of 
paragraph 111 hopelessly emasculated the 
bill, the discussion of the other sections was 
expected to drag along for @ time, as the 
Government did not intend to withdraw the 
measure, although continuance of the 
debate only promised further humiliation 
for the Government. Therefore, the coup 
de grace administered to the unpopular bill 
to-day was a relief to all concerned. 

The most interesting speech during the 
discussion was that of Herr Groeber, ager 
showed that the Cemtre party was ye ge 
against the Government on account % 
management of the bill. He said that Herr 
von Koeller, the Prussian Minister of the 
Interior, apparently regarded the Reichstag 
as an automatic machine into which bills 
were put in order to be a out as laws 
management of the bill. e said that Herr 
von Koeller in support of the bill, he as- 
serted, only put weapons in the hands of 
the Socialists. Herr Grober then roceeded 
to protest against the di attitude 
assumed by Dr. Schoenstadt, the Prussian 
Minister of Justice, toward the Centre party, 
and declared that the party would decline 
further responsibility for the measure.

PLANS OF THE POPE. 


His Holiness Anxious About the 
American Encyclical. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
ROME, April 30.—The Pope is looking 
forward with much eagerness to the ar- 
rival of Cardinal Gibbons in Rome, which 
is expected next month.

Then a ; ees Was Started About Him 
Which Has Made Him Very 
Sick of Politics. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK,. May 11.—The political re- 
form wave at the last election landed in the 
Mayor’s chair at Derby, Conn., a business 
man, Mr. William C. Atwater. Not having 
the usual impenetrable skin of old poli- 
ticlans, the shafts sent at him by the de- 
feated party made him wince. His business, 
his religion, his associates and his past life 
were held up to public view. There was not 


a ol sg Roy but as he was sensitive they 
ke the fun. 

Fs the continued attacks of the or 
he r ed the’ conclusion that the ce 
was one of honor toward which proper re- 
spect was not shown, so he constituted him- 
self a public censor. The Mayor is an in- 
surance agent, and at a recent meeting ef 
the Board of Aldermen it is charged he se- 

cured all the insurance on public buildings 
for himself. This had always been divided 
among several agents, After the meeting the 
Mayor told the reporters that they must not 
— anything: about the transaction. 
hey replied that the editors would decide 
the question without his help. The news was 
published. At the next meeting policemen 
guarded the door and refused admittance to 
the ts wabnning The Transcript reported that 
the aldermen had voted to grade Derby Hill, 
which is 300 feet high, to the level of the 
causeway in the valley below, the rock 
taken therefrom to be used for a monument 
on the green to immortalize the memory of 
the rulers of the town, A storm burst on 
the Mayor from all over the State. All the 
apers took up the cause of the editors. The 
ayor was denounced and ridiculed and 
called “Czar,”’ “censor” &nd the like. 
Every fresh attack only served to make 
the Mayor more determined, He announced 
that he would resign if the Aldermen did 
not uphold his dignity. The vote was five to 
four in his favor. During all the contest the 
Mayor had little to say, but to-day he gave 
out his ultimatum to a reporter: 
“T will never give up now. If the papers

had apologized at first I would not have 
barred them out. I only get $500 a year, and 
‘for that am compelled to stand such terms 
‘rascal’ and the I’ke. 
When I have served my term I will have 
done with politics, One experience is enough. 
These are sadly degenerate times. Young 
men think themselves wiser than their eld- 
ers and have no respect for their superiors. 
Young men actually argue with their pa- 
rents.

GRESHAM IS VERY SICK, 


- And the Rumors Concerning Don Dick- 
inson Are Revived.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.—Secretary 
Gresham, although daily reported better, 
does not show any decided improvement. 
The fact is he is a very sick man, much 
more dangerously so than many of his 


friends here believe him to be. He has had 
several sinking spells this week, and while 
it can not be said that the end is looked for 
soon, it can be said that his family are still 
apprehensive of the result. It is not under- 
stood that there is any immediate danger, 
but the patient is very low and does not 
recover with encouraging rapidity. It is 
recognized at best that it will be months 
before he can hope to return to the work 
of his department, and during that time 
he must have absolute rest and relief from 
all the cares of office. 

The condition of Mr. Gresham has given

If any descendants of that last century 
hero are in St. Louis they should teach the 
Water Commissioner, that the proper way 
to mend leaks in the Compton Hill reservoir 
is not to lay drain pipes to catch the ever- 
increasing drippings. Anyone who cares to 
try it may stand over a sewer inlet on 
Louisiana avenue, near Lafayette, and hear 
the sound as of a great torrent. It is water 
from the leaks in the reservoir basins. That 
sound is as constant as the roar of 
the sea in a shell, for the flow never 


ceases. 
GETTING ALARMED. 

In fact the volume is increasing and some 
residents near the basins are beginning to 
ask themselves when will the small holes be- 
come great fissures in the walls and set free 
a world of water? They are wondering 
whether the Water Commissioner ever 
thinks of curing the evil by going to the root 
of it, and céase building sewers to catch the 
leakage. 

Perhaps if the walls of the basins burst, 
and a few million gallons of water were let 
out, not quite as many people would be 
killed, or as much damage as when, a few 
days since, a retaining wall in the south of 
France collapsed and released a flood. But 
of late persons living near the reservoir have 
observed dampness in their cellars, and have 
heard a more resonant ripple from the leak- 
age drains, These signs have satisfied them 
that the breaks in the walls are enlarging 
beneath the pressure. 

It is an anomalous state of affairs that 

ermits a cellar to be damp on account of 

reaks in the basins and yet stops a flow of 
Water in the second story of the same house 
because the supply is not up to the standard 


level. 

WATER IS SCARCE. 

Just now the water in the basins is low, 
and upstairs bath-rcoms and lavatories near 
the reservoir are suffering from a water 
famine. 

The reservoir is bounded on the west by 
Grand avenue, on the east by Louiglana 
avenue, on the north by Lafayette avenue 
and on the south by Russell avenue. he 
fall of the land is toward Louisiana avenue. 
The grassy slopes of the mound inclosin 
the basins rise out cf a well-kept park an 
give, to a cursory glance, no sign of the lit- 
tle streams which creep out. 

Mr. James M. Buel, 1919 South Grand ave- 
nue, has lived in the vicinity of the reser- 
voir for many years, and, being a large 
property-owner, he has viewed with in- 
creasing alarm the steadily-growing leak- 
age. To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said: 

“There is a leak on the Grand avenue 
side which flows about 25,030 gallcns per 
day, and within the last few days another 
leak has manifested itself on the north side 
of the reservoir, but which, ag yet, is only 
sufficient to saturate the outside of the 
wall. It is certain that thedaily leakage will 
exceed 100,000 gallons, for this much may be 
actually seen, but it is probable that it is 
half as much more, because a large part of 
the seepage water is towards the west. 
That the quantity is very great is seen by 
the fact that, in excavating for new houses 
near the reservoir, the water rises s6 as to 
seriously interfere with the laying of found. 
ations. It is mot an exaggeration to say 
that the leakage will amount to 15),0,0 gal- 
lons per day—quite enough to supply 509 
families with water. 

“But the leakage complained of is not 
the most serious objection. The reservoir 
was finished about thirty years ago, and in 
all that time it has not been cleaned once, 
althovéh there is a division wall separating 
into two basins the reservoir—built for this 
very purpose. There has always been more 
or less fish in the reservoir, and last year 
the remarkable sight of millions of dead 
minnows in the basins attracted the at- 
tention of many persons. These were not 
removed, but were suffered to pollute the 
water. Other dead fish, and anmal and 
vegetable matter of different kinds, hive 

een added, until the water supply is con- 
aminated to such an extent that the health 
authorities have advised persons to quit 
the water. 

a shameful condition of affairs 
this is! Thousands of families are wholly 
dependent on the reservo.r for water, and 
all of these thousands are required to pay 
the city, in advance, and at a rate, too. 
greater than is charged in any other city in 
America, with two exceptions, for water 
‘which is not furnished, or for a polluted 
supply. 

COMMISSIONER HOLMAN. 

“Is the condition remediable?’ Certainly 
it is, and it would be if the Commissioner 
Was not 50 negligent of his duty. His first 
duty is to clean the basins, his second duty 
is to stop the leaks and his third duty is to 
put the pumps to work, every one of them if 
necessary, and fill the basins. 

. “He has been appealed to time and again 

but these complaints have always beén met 
by flimsy pretexts and no action. On one 
occasion, while Noonan was Mayor, a dele- 
gation preferred complaints to him and 
realizing the justice and reason of their 
representations he peremptorily ordered the 
Commissioner to fill the basins, and it was 
done. The Commissioner says he cannot 
afford to keep all the engines working and 
thus take the risk of a break-down in the 
machinery, which would shut off the supply 
for the whole city. This is ridiculous, Last 
December there was not a drop of water in 
the reservoir, so that’ the whole south- 
western apa of the city, including the 
charity institutions, were without any 
water and at the mercy of a fire. 

“Is it better to allow one entire section to 
be thus entirely without water than to take 
the small, very small, risk of a break-down 
in the machinery? It is hardly likely that 
more than one pump at a time would be dis- 
abled by accident in any event, while the 
Commissioner now keeps one or two pumps 
idle all the while as a reserve, and herein 
lies the justification of the complaints of 
persons who are dependent upon the reser- 
voir for their serpy. 

“The city has impliedly contracted with 
every one who pays a license to supply 
them with water; failure to do so, if through 
neglect, undoubtedly renders the city liable 
for damages.”’ 

Mr. Louis Kledus, an architect 
at 1920 Louisiana avenue, when asked 
the leaks in the reservoir said: 

) “There are several leaks. One developed 
wo Song ago on the Russell avenue side, 
d the pavement was flooded, A four- 
ine.) drain pipe was laid, and the water has 
gincle been flowing off to the Grand avenue 
sewer. 
FLOODED THE STREET. 

“Abdut the same time a leak sprung oppo- 
gite house, on the Louisiana avenue 
side, amd the water ran ott with so much 
force that the street was inundated. As it 
“was winter Louisiana avenue was soon 
covere@ with ice. A four-inch drain pipe 
was laid, and that pipe has been, and is, 
carry! as much water as it can hold. 
A drain has been laid under the pavement 
on the west side of Louisiana avenue to 
catch all\escaping leakage. 

“A gmali 2-inch drain pipe was recently 
laid to recejive the water from another leak 
on the Louisiana avenue side and drain it 
into a sewer in the park. The basins 
should be cleaned and the holes filled. When 
the supply pipe was stopped up last year 
and the sins were empty I saw a deep 
ewampy oss of mud and deposits in the 
bottom.”

THEIR BAGGAGE SEIZED, 


Troubles Encountered by a Theatrical 
Company Arising From a Board Bill. 


The “In Old Tennessee’ Company playing 
at Hagan’s is in Missouri and incidentally 
in the soup at this writing. The baggage 
of the thirty-two performers, male and fe- 
male, hag been seized for a board bill, and 
there is weeping and wailing in Ethiopia. 

The company is composed mostly of col- 
ored people who sing plantation songs, to 
wing dances and break-downs, and .put up 
a very clever performance. Ernest Hogan 
is the star. e is colored and his wife is 
white. With thirty others they boarded at 
the house of Callie Robinson, colored, 1511 
Chestnut, Thomas J. Culligan, the agent of 
Lester M. Crawford and James E. Moore, 
proprietor of the show, Bag ins gare to pay 
93.50 per week, each for tife board and lodg- 
ing of the thirty-two performers. The cash 
was, $6 be paid at the expiration of each 
week. 

The company arrived last Sunday a week, 
having a week of open dates before open- 
ing at Hagan’s.\After boarding the com- 
pany nine days without receiving any 
money, Mrs. Robinson refused to dish up 
any more hash, and worse still swore out 
an attachment in Justice Spaulding’s court 
for the baggage of each member. 

Constable Ben Brady served the processes 
and he had all kinds of a time. Ernest 
Hogan announced his intention of playing 
an engagement on the slab at the frorwan 
in the role of a corpse before any one should 
take his trunk. Brady calmly told him stage 
heroics did not go with him. Then he pro- 
ceeded to levy on the trunk and the colored 
gentleman with the Irish» name meekly 
yielded to the law. The women vented their 
indignation in tears and in denouncing the 
constable as a mean thing. 

All the same he got thirty-two pieces of 
baggage, trunks and valises, and carried 
them to the hall of justice, making it look 
like a baggage room.

In the meantime a Mrs. Moore, living on 
North Twelfth street, is boarding the com- 
pany under a guarantee of payment. 

The cDmpany'’s baggage was preyrousty 
attached by the Great Western Publishing 
Company for a printing bill, but the bag- 
gage of the members could not be held for 
a debt of the management. In a board bill 
it is different, the law giving the hotel- 
keeper a claim on the baggage whether the 
bill is contracted by the individual or a 
corporation for them.

Chief Harrigan was asked Saturday morn- 
ing what action the Police Board had taken 
on the letter of Excisé Commissioner Bell 
asking for information as to the violation 
of law by dive keepers. He replied: 

“The Police Board referred the report of 
Chief Reedy, with a recommendation that 
the licenses of the persons named be re- 
voked. Mr. Bell assured me that as soon 4s 
the licenses of any of those objectionable 
places had expired he would not renew 
them, if we report against them. He has 


ate with us, and it is upon consultation with 
him that we are now prosecuting those 
places under the Newberry law. He has 
promised that if we get a conviction he will 
at once revoke the license of the person con- 
victed, and that in any event he will not re- 
new them when they expire. Somerville, 
proprietor of the London, has closed his

“Two new cases have been brought against 
Carleton of the Winter Garden under the 
Newberry law, for selling lMquor in the 
same place where’a musical and theatrical 
performance is going on, and they will be 
tried on Monday. I have issued an order 
that Carleton shall be a@rrested every night 
that he sells intoxicating drinks in his 
theater. I had men on watch all last evening, 
and nothing but soft drinks—soda and sar- 
saparilla—were sold, together with ¢ , 
This is not a violation of the law. I shall 
continue to watch him and will arrest him 
every time he violates the law. 

“I have informed the Police Department 
that I will revoke thé licenses of all persons 
against whom convictions are secured un- 
der the Newberry law, an interpretation of 
which I have given them,” said Excise Com- 
missioner Bell. 

“Will you not revoke any such licenses 
unless convictions are secured?’ 

“That depends. If they do anything out- 
rageous or commit some great crime, 
would. For instance, I think that it’s one of 
the greatest possible crimes to sell to minors 
without the consent of parents; and if a 
case should be made on that charge I would 
revoke the license, if it had but one day to 


un. 

“But otherwise you will not revoke these 
licenses ?’’ 

“It is hardly worth while, as the licenses 
have such a short timetorun. By the time 
I could have obtained the evidence, and the 
parties had taken one or two continuances 
on them, the licenses would have run out. 
But I have notified all of them that unless 
their applications for renewal of licenses are 
approved by the police department, they will 
not be relicensed.”” .. 

‘Do you mean that if the Policé Depart- | 
ment reports adversely you will not issue a 
new license at the expiration of the present 
year?’ 

“Well, not that exactly; but I will be gov- 
erned largely by the recommendation of the 
police. f they report that the applicant is 
unworthy, the chances are one hundred to 
one that the license will not be renewed. I 
have just had an inquiry from the manager 
of Mrs. Escher’s place as to whether I 
would issue her another license, and I have 
referred him to the Police Department, with 
the statement that if they do not recom- 
mend it, the license will not be renewed.’”’ 

“Mr. Bell, have you ever used your own 
outside force to ascertain whether any of 
these dives were violating the law’?’’

There is a class of so-called business men 
who, disguised or undisguised, do an ille- 
gal business in the face of a plain and une- 
quivocal law. They fasten themselves, like 
@ cancerous sore u on an already impover- 
ished body, on the community of all large 
cities, and, like’ summer flies, they are ubi- 
quitous, reveling on the dust-heap of pov- 


erty and fattening on the hot-bed of misery. 
They proffer help to the unwary, and swamp 
his little craft long ere it reaches shore. 

These uncommissioned helpers in trouble 
, Whose advertisements are found in‘ all the 
daily papers, where they attract the eyes of 
hundreds every day, are the rapacious 
moneylenders, and their victims are the 
constitutionally poor, the temporarily and 
sensitive poor, and the profligate and the 

“world-owes-me-a-living”’ element. All these 

contribute an annual fortune which, in the 
aggregate, amounts to hundreds of thou- 
fands of dollars to the chattel mortgage 
sharks, who see in every unfortunate bor- 
rower their legitimate prey. 

The law, which was quoted by Attorney 
James M. Loring to a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter before he started on a cruise among 
these shylocks, is very plain, and has stood 
its test in court whenever its protection has 
been invgked. It reads as follows: 

Sec, 1.—Usury may be pleaded as a defense 
in civil actions in the courts of this State, 
and upon proof that usurious interest has 
been paid, the same, in excess of the legal 
rate of interest; shall be deemed payment, 
shall be credited upon the principal debt, 
and all costs of the action shall be taxed 
against the party guilty of exacting usuri- 
ous interest, who shall in no case recover 
judgment for more than the amount found 
due upon the principal debt, with legal in- 
terest after deducting therefrom all pay- 
ments of usurious interest made by the 
debtor, whether paid as commissions or bro- 
kerage, or as payment upon the principal, 
or as interest on said indebtedness.

HOW THEY FLOURISH. 


And why does he and his ilk flourish? 
Because out of 100 cases one, perhaps, 
reaches the courts. ‘Even this is .a large 
percentage. The constitutionally poor are 
too poor to go to law at any time. Genteel 
poverty, which is sensitive to a degree, 
shuns publicity and endures hardships, and 
even death, rather than proclaim its mis- 
ery to the world; the profligate ele- 
ment, of which Mr. Evans boasted that 
they would pay because “they’ve got to 
have the money,” seldom goes to law of its 
own accord. Law-breakers though they 
are, they, as a rule, pay their debts, just 
and unjust alike. 

Now and then a victim squeals, consults 
a lawyer, the lawyer threatens a suit, and 
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liens upon personal property pledged or 
mortgaged to secure indebtedness, or to 
maintain or secure possession of propefty so 
pledged or mortgaged, or in any other case 
where the validity of-such lien is drawn in 
question, proof upon the trial that the party 
holding. or claiming to hold any such lien 
has received or exacted usurious interest 
for such indebtedness shall render any 
pledge of personal property or any lien 
whatsoever thereon given to secure such in- 
debtedness invalid_and illegal. 

The first section of this law provides di- 
rectly against the very methods employed 
by the majority of these traffickers in hu- 
man misery, in that it prohibits the merging 
of the interest into the principal. Yet this 
is precisely what most of them do. 

HOW IT IS WORKED. 

One applies for a $0 loan, say, for six 
months. The shark charges at least $4 per 
month for the loan of the $50. For six 
months this will amount to $24. This $24 is 
“added to the principal, or original loan, and 
an original principal of $74 constituted, on 
which the poor borrower pays the final legal 
interest of 8 per cent per annum. Four dol- 
lars is the minimum usury rate, which 


While the whole charge is, of course, a 
usurious one on its face, it is in this re- 
bate that a still further snare lies. Suppose 
a person should, by hook or crook, be able 
to pay off a debt before the term expires 
for which the money has been loaned, 
which is hardly ever the case. These gen- 
erous people recede from about one-half the 
interest which it is agreed to pay for the 
unexpired term, so that on a debt con- 
tracted for six months, say, if paid off in 
four, the sharks will allow him $1.50 rebate 
per month for the unexpired two months, 
while they collect the difference between 
$1.50 and all the way from $4 to $7.50 without 
giving the debtor any value therefor—thus 
raising the -.original interest to even a 
greater rate than it originally was. This 
rebate looks very alluring, but in reality 
it is nothing more than a rascally pitfall 
devised to catch the unwary and ignorant. 

The next place which the reporter struck 
was that of the ‘Guarantee and Storage Co. 
at 717 Market street. 

“Tl want to know what you'll charge me 
for the loan of $100 for six months,” asked 
the reporter, admonished by the blue sign 
on the wAll, which said, ‘‘Be brief in stat- 
ing your business.”

A letter accompan the statement, urg- 
ing ‘Mr. Dunn to come at once and pay the 
$20, otherwise his furniture would be taken 
from him. The man consulted Mr. Loring 
about the matter. The lawyer wrote the 
parties that unless they returned all Mr. 
Dunn’s papers and let him alone, he would 
prosecute them in the courts for usury. 
They did as requested, returned the mort- 
gage documents and allowed the man to 
escape from their claw 

Another is the case of a woman, who for 
years was considered the most prosperous 
of the demi-monde. She owned bonds and 
stocks, kept a large bank account in the 
Commercial Bank, had well-paying prop- 
erty in the shape of tenement houses, and 
a paid-up life insurance policy on the ton- 
tine plan in one of the principal companies. 
In an evil moment she spread out in her 
business more than her cash in hand justi- 
fied. Rather than sell some of her bonds, 
or other property, She borrowed the cash 
from the redoubtable Vette. In less than 
four years she begame a pauper. She was 
the exception of, er class, rather than the 
rule, for she }s not a drop, and attended 
strictly to. her business, such as it was. 
But the usurious interest ate the life out 
of even her enormous profits, and she sank 
deeper and deeper in the quagmire of a 
financial transaction to which there was 
no end, 

These are typical cases that are the rule, 
by no means the exception, and until a 
law is formulated that will narrowly de- 
fine and regulate such business the money 
sharks will fatten on the misfortunes of 
their fellow creatures. 

While it is true that 8 per cent is too small 
an interest for loans protected by a pre- 
carious chattel mo , & rate of inter- 
est should be fixed which would give a liv- 
ing profit to the money lender and rescue 
forever the borrower from a usury that has 
cost more lives than the plague.

THE TRAP SPRUNG. 

At 6:55 the black cap and noose were ad- 
justed and a second later the trap was 
sprung. Murray’s body dropped six feet and 
one-half and stopped with a jerk. . Coroner 
Costen grasped the oy of the swinging 
corpse. It rose rapidly for a few minutes. 
In eight minutes it had stop At 7:06 
the beart beats stopped and the body was 
cut down. 

The trap through which Jim Murray 
dropped into another world is simply a cut 
in the platform which leads across from 
the court-house to the new county jail at 
the height of the second story. This pass- 
ageway is roofed in, so the spectators whp 
thronged the court-house square could not 
see the body until it drop through the 
aperture. But those insi the passage- 
way had a full view of the hanging. This 
party included, beside the, newspaper men 
and county officials, these relatives of the 
murdered young man: Thomas L. Fitz- 
williams (the father), T. B. and J. J..Fitz- 
williams (brothers of Murray’s victim), 
Eddie Fitzwilliams (a cousin), Louis Wilson, 
Harry Bradshaw, Joseph d ahd Price 
Shewmaker, all wholesale dry goods clerks, 
who were business and social comrades. 

HIS LAST HOURS, 

The importance of being hanged is a sen- 
sation most people would not care to realize, 
but in the light of the inevitable it is not 
altogether unwelcome to criminals devoid of 
refined feelings. Jim Murray enjoyed it to 
the full Friday, his last day on earth. After 
an affectionate parting with his brother, 
Ed, who went out to Hermann, Mo., to ex- 

late the crime for which he died at Clayton, 

im held a levee all day. The morbid citi- 
zens of the county flocked to So he all day 
to také a last look at the murderer. He 
chatted and shook hands with them and 
sang songs and.danced hoe-downs for their 
amusement, and in return they gave him 
cigars and small change and kind words, 
and made him feel very much like a hero. 
He was given very little liquor. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called on 
him after supper he was laughing and jok- | 
ing with a crowd of jail mates. His air of 
gayety was not of the kind that would make 
other people laugh, for he wore an air of 
nervous contrast and the unusual pallor of 
his sallow skin imparted the impression that 
he was on the verge of a nervous collapse. 

The animal was uppermost in Murray’s 
nature and neither the shadow of impending 
death or the influences of his recent religious 
training softened his coarse fiber. His con- 
sciousness of death as far as his actions be- 
trayed it was purely animal. He freely dis- 
cussed the Fitzwilliams and McCulloch mur- 
ders, but in the incoherent, irresponsible 
way that characterized his previous vacil- 
me conf ons to the ‘authorities. As 
usual, he shifted the responsibility for both 
killings on his comrades, It was only half 
an hour before death and after he had re- 
ceived the last sacrament of his Ghurch that 
he said: “I done this deed and I'll pay the 
penalty.”

History of the Crime. 

On the night of Sept. 23, 1898, Edgar Fitz- 
williams, an employe of the Ely Walker 
Dry Goods Com y, was murdered in cold 
blood on a Midland electric car. Fitzwill- 
iams resided in the county, and on the night 
in question he took the car out on its‘last 
trip as a favor for the motorneer, James 
Walden, who been working double 

urs duri the sickness of his ar 
relief. Fi Iiiams acted as both motor- 
neer and conductor. It was Saturday night, 
and there was only one passenger on the 
car, Miss Lizzie Schuble, an employe of D. 
Crawford & Co., whose residence adjoined 
that of the Fitzwilliams family. 

Near the Hanly road four negroes boarded 
the car. Two t seats inside, one went out 
on the front platform and one stood at the 
rear. When tzwilliams came into the car 
one of the negroes said: “I’ve got the — 
d—— you,” and at the same time wh 
out a revolver and fired. The bullet grazed 
Miss Schuble’s cheek. Simultaneously with 
the report the negro on the rear platform 
pulled the trolley off the wire, and in the 
darkness there came another flash and a 
report, .and Fitzwilliams fell down dead. 
The negroes did not wait to rob their victim, 
but climbed out of the car over his dead 


bedy. 

Miss Scheuble acted with great heroism. 
She rushed from the car and gave the alarm 
at the nearest farm house. Next morning 
she went to Clayton and desoribed the men 
to Sheriff Garrett. She subsequently identi- 
fied the Murrays when they were arrested 
as suspects and ever since has been cease- 
less and untiring in her efforts to bring them 
to —— 

Jim Murray limped into the Dispensary 
on Nov. 8, 1893, with a gunshet wound in his 
leg. While on the operating table, John Mc- 
Kinney, the baker, recognized him as the 
negro who had burglarized his store Oct. 7. 
For: this he was arrested, and on convic- 
tion was given two years in the penitentiary 
on Dec. 6. While in jail he told his cellmate, 
Charles Williams that he had killed Fitz- 
williams. The arrest of Ed Murray followed. 
Miss Scheuble identified them both as two 
of the murderous quartette. Then warrants 
were sworn out in St. Louls County, charg- 
ing them with murder in the first degree. 
On May 23, 1894, Jim Murray was convicted 
at Clayton and sentenced to hang. Ed Mur- 
ray took a change of venue to Gasconade 
County and was also given the same sen- 
tence in September, 18M. 


Outlawed Bay Windows.

NEW YORK, May 11.—An interesting fact 
dicovered in going over eity ordinances is 
that there are several thousand houses in 
New York City whose tities are defective 
because their ownersor Dailders have seen fit 
to ornament them with bay windows. This 
condition of affairs is the result of a series of 
Jegisiative acts extendiag back to 1812. The 
bulidings affected are dwellings erected 
siace 1883.Shops may have show windows ex- 
tending net more than one foot from tke 
street line, but residences should either 
have plain fronts or be bullt far enough back 
of the line to leave room for bay windows on 
thelrown property. It appears that every 
bay window bullt since the passage of this 
last erdinance iate in 1838, constitutes a 
cloud on tae title to the property on which 
the building stands. Inthe great number of 
offenders lies their safety. Lawyers are in- 
clined to thing that they will not be troubled. 
If they ever are there will De a large amount 
of tearing out and rebuilding.

*“‘world-owes-me-a-living’”’ element. All thege 
contribute an annual fortune which, in the 
aggregate, amounts to hundreds of thou- 
mands of dollars to the chattel mortgage 
sharks, who see in every unfortunate bor- 
rower their legitimate prey. 

The law, which was quoted by Attorney 
James M. Loring to a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter before he started on a cruise among 
these shylocks, is very plain, and has stood 
its test in court whenever its protection has 
been invgked. It reads as follows: 

Sec, 1.—Usury may be pleaded as a defense 
in civil actions in the courts of this State, 
and upon proof that usurious interest has 
been paid, the same, in excess of the legal 
rate of interest; shall be deemed payment, 
shall be credited upon the principal debt, 
and all costs of the action shall be taxed 
against the party guilty of exacting usuri- 
ous interest, who shall in no case recover 
judgment for more than the amount found 
due upon the principal debt, with legal in- 
terest after deducting therefrom all pay- 
ments of usurious interest made by the 
debtor, whether paid as commissions or bro- 
kerage, or as payment upon the principal, 
or as interest on said indebtedness. 

~ 2—In actions for the enforcement of 
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the money shark was inexorable, and the 
pooor negro’s appeal was useless. 
A RBEPORTER’S EXPERIENCE. 

When Mosely left the office; amid im- 
precations of a character that might even 
make a stern man quake, the reporter ap-

“Isn't this rather high?’ ventured the re- 
porter. 

“No, indeed,”’ said the shark, “you're get- 
ting this money on the same plan that you 
would buy a bill of furniture on from a 
time-payment house, and then you’d pay 
them more than you do us.”’ 

“How am I to pay it back?’ queried the 
reporter. 

“Well, we can let you have it for twelve 
months, twelve notes at $6.25, with a rebate 
of py for each month that you pay it 
earlier.’’

For al- 
most superhuman effort and privation to

|on earth, confidently asserted that they 
would pay any usury races that he chose 
to impose because “‘they’ve got to have the 
money.’’ 

HOW THEY FLOURISH. 

And why does he and his ilk flourish? 
B use out of 100 cases one, perhaps, 
fonahan the courts. ‘Even this is .a large 
percentage. The constitutionally poor are 
too poor to go to law at any time. Genteel 
poverty, which is sensitive to a degree, 
shuns publicity and endures hardships, and 
even death, rather than proclaim its mis- 
ery to the world; the profligate ele- 
ment, of which Mr. vans boasted that 
they would pay because ‘‘they’ve got to 
have the money,” seldom goes to law of its 
own accord. Law-breakers though they 
are, they, as a rule, pay their debts, just 
and unjust alike. 

Now and then a victim squeals, consults 
a lawyer, the lawyer threatens a suit, and 


liens upon personal property pledged or 
mortgaged to secure indebtedness, or to 
maintain or secure possession of property so 
pledged or mortgaged, or in any other case 
where the validity of such lien is drawn in 
question, proof upon the trial that the party 
holding. or claiming to hold any such lien 
has received or exacted usurious interest 
for such indebtedness shall render any 
pledge of personal property or any Hen 
whatsoever thereon given to secure such in- 
debtedness invalid and illegal. 

The first section of this law provides di- 
rectly against the very methods employed 
by the majority of these traffickers in hu- 
man misery, in that it prohibitsthe merging 
of the interest into the principal. Yet this 
is precisely what most of them do. 

HOW IT IS WORKED. 

One applies for a $50 loan, say, for six 
months. The shark charges at least $4 per 
month for the loan of the . For six 
months this will amount to $24. This $24 is 
added to the principal, or original loan, and 
an original principal of $74 constituted, on 
which the poor borrower pays the final legal 
interest of 8 per cent per annum. Four dol- 
lars is the minimum usury rate, which 
ranges all the way from $4 to $10 per month. 


While the whole charge is, of course, a 
usurious one on its face, it is in this re- 
bate that a still further snare lies. Suppose 
a person should, by hook or crook, be able 
to pay off a debt before the term expires 
for which the money has been loaned, 
which is hardly ever the case. These gen- 
erous people recede from about one-baif the 
interest which it is agreed to pay for the 
unexpired term, so that on a debt con- 
tracted for six months, say, if paid off in 
four, the sharks will allow him $1.50 rebate 
per month for the unexpired two months, 
while they collect the difference between 
$1.50 and all the way from $4 to $7.50 without 
giving the debtor any value therefor—thus 
raising the original interest to even a 
greater rate than it originally was. This 
rebate looks very alluring, but in reality 
it is nothing more than a rascally pitfall 
devised to catch the unwary and ignorant. 

The next place which the reporter struck 
was that of the ‘Guarantee and Storage Co. 
at 717 Market street. 

“I want to know what you'll charge me 
for the loan of $100 for six months,”’ asked 
the reporter, admonished by the blue sign 
on the wA&ll, which said, “Be brief in stat- 
ing your business.”’

He who applies for temporary aid at their 
shrine is almost always irrevocably lost. 
If the loan is a small one, they press the 
victim hard at the very outset; if it is a 
large one they terporize with him, display- 
ing a leniency that lulls the poor mortal in- 
to comparative security until he has atmost 
pee off his more than doubled indebtedness. 
en, if he falls behind in his monthly pay-

There are three classes forming the cli- 
entele of the money-lender: The constitu- 
tionally poor, the temporarily unfortunate 
and the profligate. or sporting element, 
whose luck fluctuates like the tide of the 
sea several times a day. 


The constitutionally poor are always 
small borrowers. Their chattels are few 
worthless almost if they were to be sold 
under a mortgage. But they pay as high 
@ rate of interest as the larger borrowers 
and, therefore, with as disastrous results.

A letter accom dad the statement, urg- 
ing "Mr. Dunn to come at once and pay the 
$20, otherwise his furniture would be taken 
from him. The man consulted Mr. Loring 
about the matter. The lawyer wrote the 
parties that unless they returned all Mr. 
Dunn’s papers and let him alone, he would 

rosecute them in thé courts for usury. 

hey did as requested, returned the mort- 
gage documents and allowed the man to 
escape from their clawa& 

Another is the case of a woman, who for 
years was considered the most prosperous 
of the demi-monde. She owned bonds and 
stocks, kept a large bank account in the 
Commercial Bank, had well-paying prop- 
erty in the shape of tenement houses, and 
a paid-up life insurance policy on the ton- 
tine plan in one of the principal companies. 
In an evil moment she spread out in her 
business more than her cash in hand justi- 
fied. Rather than sell some of her bonds, 
or other property, @he borrowed the cash 

oubtable Vette. In less than 
four years she became a pauper. She was 
the exception of her class, rather than the 
rule, for she drank not a drop, and attended 
strictly to. her business, such as it was. 
But the usurious interest ate the life out 
of even her enormous profits, and she sank 
deeper and deeper in the quagmire of a 
financial transaction to which there was 
no end, f 

These are typical cases that are the rule, 
by no means the exception, and until a 
law is formulated that will narrowly de- 
fine and regulate such business the money 
sharks will fatten on the misfortunes of 
their fellow creatures. 

While it is true that 8 per cent is too small 
an interest for loans protected by a pre- 
carious chattel mo e, a rate of inter- 
est should be fixed which would give a liv- 
ing profit to the money lender and rescue 
forever the borrower from a usury that has 
cost more lives than the plague.

Janet Achurch{Writes of Ibsen and “Ad- 
vanced” Dramatic Work. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

I am an actress if I am anything. I took 
to the stage as a duck takes to water, and 
if I were a bad swimmer I should still enjoy 
myself if people will only allow me to— 
swim. But writing—phew! c’est pas mon 
affaire. 

The advance work on the Engltsh stage 


| of to-day! Well, I ought to know something 


about it. The “Fotherin y” kind of actress 
is kind of exploded. We're very clever now. 
We can give you a reason—out of our own 
heads—for almost everything we do, and, 
well, I’m not quite clear that we’re always 
the better for it. We “think out our parts” 
so subtlely that at times the audience have 
to “think them out’ too, and they don’t 
thank us. 

But this is only bowling against my own 
bat, forIlamoneofthe “new’’ women, or 
Mr. Mansfield thinks so, and I had a share in 
the stroke, which more than any other set 
this ball of intellectual advanced work on 
the English stage rolling. 

mean the production in London by 
Charles Charrington of Ibsen’s “Doll's 
House” in 1889, 

“Ah!” I hear somebody saying: “I knew 
she couldn’t keep Ibsen “gm of it, and here 
ae is!” Yes, of course he is, and all hail to 

m! 

Before that production of Charrington’s 


had heard of Ibsen. No one would try him 
unadapted on the stage. A mouth later Wili- 
iam Archer was engaged to furnish Eng- 
lish translations of all Ibsen’s works. How 
well he did it is a matter of history, and 
since then Heinemann and others simply 
wait, cap in hand, to catch whatever 
comes from Ibsen’s pen. I suppose he has 
made more people more angry than any 
one now living. Ah, he’s a great man! 

Plenty of people have produced Ibsen 
plays since 1889, with a view to artistic or 
financial advantage, but the man who 
started boldly when no one else would ven- 
ture—when, too, he knew he couldn’t stop in 
England to enjoy the gyesult himself if suc- 
cessful—was Chas. Cha@frington, and I don’t 
see why I should be debarred from chron- 
icling the fact, because I enjoy the distinc- 
tion of being his wife. 

From that time the English stage work 
has advanced by leaps and bounds, and 
even by mistakes. Is it any more reason- 
able to blame the dramatists and the actors 
who are feeling their way to truth under 
new conditions for very big mistakes than 
to blame a child learning to walk for stum- 
bling, and that occasionally into the mud? 

I would Hke to enter a little protest 
against the impression which so largely pre- 
vails that the “‘new school’’ in English art— 
whether. litrature, painting or acting —is 
composed of a set of people afflicted with 
what somebody christened the ‘“‘nostalgic de 
la bone.” Ah, it’s not fair! 

To speak of my own art. We try—at our 
best—to hold the mirror up to nature, and if 
—I only say if—in the course of nineteen 
centuries human nature has grown a little 
“shadier” than it “started in’’ to be, if it is 
a little travel-stained, is that our fault? 
Are we, the artists, alone to bear the blame? 
Is it not the audiences who, seeing their fin 
de siecle maladies held up for recognition, 
feel, for an instant, naked and ashamed, 
and, by way of self-protection, self-defense, 
hurl this epithet of ‘“dirty-minded’’ against 
the art which, after all, is only reflecting 
what it can not help but see? 

Let us grow into healthier conditions, and 
our plays will become healthier, pleasanter 

lays. 

‘ Of course, if space allowed, there is much 
that one could say abcut the influence of 
Ibsen as shown in the works of the younger 
dramatists. W. D. Howells alludes to this 
in his delightful article in Harper's Weekly 
the other day; but I have no time to do 
more than allude to one name—George Ber- 
nard Shaw. 

“Oh, and tell us about Shaw!” said the 
young man from the World. 

What I can tell you, in so little space, 
about this man who, ‘‘on the other side,”’ is 
so often in the mouths of allvof us, and al- 
ways in the hearts of some of us? Shaw 
the wit, Shaw the poet, Shaw the lecturer, 
Shaw the critic (musical and dramatic), 
Shaw the dramatist, Shaw the socialist— 
best of all to us who know him—Shaw the 
man. I wish I could introduce him to you. 

Joint leader with Sidney Webb of the 
famous “Fabians;’”’ author of innumerable 

amphlets and articles, each one of which 
hea eft its mark upon the times; author of 
“Widowers’ Houses,” “Arms and the Man,”

PLACING OF BRIBE MONEY. 
Charges of Wholesale Corruption 
“» and the Subsidizing of the 
Press in Cuba. 


How the 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
‘PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 11.—The ex- 
pose of the facts relating to the American 
syndicate’s backing of the Cuban revolution 
creates great interest here, where the syn- 
dicate has its headquarters and where there 
are many sufferers from its operations. A 


gentleman whose connection with Spanish 
he le and official circles is intimate said to- 


ay: 

“Copies of the articles on the Standard Oil 
operations in Cuba and Spain have been sent 
to the Madrid Government. The ruler of 
Spain is an honest man and I think he will 
put an end to this corruption when he be- 
comes familiar with the facts. The oil mon- 
wry owns the customs house at Havana. 

et, money can easily be raised for the revo- 
lutionary fund while there is a prospect of 
oe . wy still greater monopolies on the 
sland. 

“In regard to oil, the facts are these: A 
certain lawyer, a brother-in-law of one of 
the great oil agents, spends his time travel- 
ine between Havana, New York and Madrid. 

e makes oil deals and places the bribe 
money. As nearly as I can estimate, $100,000 
a year has been sent to Madrid since 1879, 
merely for the salaries of subsidized officials. 
The system was organized soon after the 
centennial exhibition in this city, and the 
o power is a growing evil in Spanish poli- 
tics. 

“The annual payment of $100,000 in Madrid 
secures the appointment.of the subordinate 
officials in the customs department in Spain 
and in the colonies. The Secretary of the 
Colonies is at the head of this department. 
The story told in Madrid and Havana is that 
the money does not go directly to the Secre- 
tary, but is placed where it does the most 
good, and the apportionment for the big of- 
ficials is made later. The system is a dupli- 
cate of the New York Tammany Hall sys- 
tem. After these men receive their money 
they contribute to a general fund that may 
be disguised as a mutual benefit fund. 

“T read what was said about coloring re- 
fined oil that it might be shipped as crude 
oil at a low rate of duty. That must have 
been in some special consignments a few 
years ago. At present there is no need of de- 
ception. The customs officials have been ap- 
pointed by the oil monopoly. The employes 
who handle the oil are paid agents of the 
oil monopoly and they do not make a pre- 
tense of gauging the oil. The refined pro- 
duct is passed by the cargo as crude oil. 

‘*The figures show enormous profits for the 
monopoly and enormous losses for the Span- 
ish Government. Fully 600,000 cases of re- 
fined oil. are shipped to Havana each year. 
The oil is worth from $1 to $1.10 a case of 
ten gallons. The duty would be from $2.50 to 
$3 a case. It is entered as crude oil and the 
Government loses the difference between 
this and the nominal duty in crude oil. The 
oil company makes from 200 to 300 per cent 
clear profit. Competitors in the oil trade 
have no chance. When a cargo of oil 
reaches Spain or Havana the high tariff duty 
is levied, On the same day a cargo of refined 
monopoly oil enters on a crude oil basis, 
making competition prohibitive, 

“In 8 the same colossal system of 
corruption prevails. In Barcelona only the 
oil syndicate can ship oil through the cus- 
tom house. A few small refineries are run- 
ning spasmodically, just enough to cover 
heavy shipments of refined oil under crude 
oil entries. 

“As examples of the -enormous profits 
made by the syndicate .I. will give a few 
figures. Here in New York a refinery yields 
a profit of 2 cents per case for refined oil. 
In Havana and Spain the profit is from $1.50 
to $2 a case het. The oil sold in Cuba is of 
the lowest grade, worth from 25 to 50 per 
cent less than the ordinary household oil of 
the United States. Explosions occur so fre- 
quently that I understand the company has 
subsidized the Cuban press by giving the 
papers expensive advertisements for every 
issue. In Cuba there is no competition, and 
therefore no need of advertising; yet the 
papers bristle with advertisements in display 
type, in which the public is incidentally in- 
structed as to the proper way of using the 
oil to prevent explosions.’’

Declaration of Principles of the Inter- 
national Organization. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 11.—The follow- 
ing is the complete declaration of principles 
of the new International American Protect- 


ive Association, as ape at the session 
of the Supreme Council to-day: , 


DECLARATION of Principles, Aims and 
Purposes of the International Protective 
Association, 

Recognizing that the political and moral 
advancements of nations depend as much 
on the general intelligence and development 
of mankind and governments universally 
as upon the moral, political and physical 
perfection of the units composing nation- 
alities, and also 

Recognizing that universal human per- 
fection can be attained only through more 
complete international social and political 
intercourse than that which at present ob- 
tains, and, further, 

Realizing that the progress and develop- 
ment of constitutional governments are 
willfully and selfishly obstructed by cer- 
tain organizations claiming universal recog- 
nition and which, through the -complete- 
ness of their systems of organization, exer- 
cise a more or less universal jurisdiction to 
the detriment and injury as well of con- 
stitutional sovereigns and governments as 
of the subjects and peoples thereof, and 

Believing that the furtherance of human 
freedom and progression are most speedily 
and best accomplished by the maintenance 
of constituted authority and abuses of and 
infringements upon the rights, privileges 
and liberties of individuals are best pre- 
vented by constitutional enactment and law- 
ful protest: 

This, the first Congress of the Interna- 
tional Protective Association, held this llth 
day of May, 189, hereby formulates the fol- 
lowing declaration of principles, aims and 
purposés of incorporation: 

1. The voice of the people, intelligently 
and esthy expressed, is the supreme law. 

2. e perfection of all law is the recog- 
nition of the right of local self-government. 

8. The right of freedom of conscience, of 
intelligence, free speech 
prerogative of unrestricted 
ment is beyond all question. 

4. In defining and entorwing Se laws,and in 
the definition of their jurisdiction and pow- 
ers, the State is supreme. :

Lamp, ex-City 
Treasurer, Madison, treasurer; H. C. Dodge, 
electrician. Among the other stockholders 
are C. EB. Bross, manager Western Union 
here, and Dr. S. 8. Kilvington, Minneapolis. 
It is the intention of the new company io 
move its plant from Minneapolis to. this 
city and twelve experts “perce there 
will arrive here next week. The plant will 
employ twenty men at the start, increasing 
as business grows. Messrs. Spooner and 
Clarke will give their whole time to its 
promotion, and it is intended to push com- 
petition with the Bell Co., not merely in 
Wisconsin, but extend it over the entire 
country.

The Royal Arcanum was organized as a 
fraternal] benevolent order in Boston; Mass., 
June 23, 1877. Its incorporators were: Dar- 
fus Wilson, Charles K. Darling, ‘W. O. Rob- 
son, Ezra M. Crawford, J. A. Cummin 
George W. Blish, William Bradley, J. HH. 
Wright and Julius M. Swain. Its avowed 
objects were: Fraternal union, aid to its 
members and their dependents, moral and 
intellectual education of its members, as- 
sistance of widows and orphans of deceased 
members, relief of sick and distressed 
members, payment of a death benefit of 
$3,000 to the beneficiaries of full and $1,500 
to those of half rate members. 

Its motto is “Virtue, Mercy, Charity,” 
and it is by the cultivation and practice of 
these principles, the prompt and full re- 
demption of every promise, and the plighted 
faith of its select brotherhood that it has 
obtained its phenomenal success. From 
an insignificant handful of nine members, 
the number of its original incorporators, 
it has grown to be one of the best organized 
and most prosperous fraternal orders in 
the country. 

From a membership at the close of the 
first 7 od of its existence, of 3,000, the order 
steadily advanced until it now numbers 
163,000 members, scattered over eve State 
and territory of the union. Its grand coun- 
cils number twenty-one, in as many dif- 
ferent States. Besides, it has subordinate 
councils in almost every other State of the 
union, and in New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward’s Islar* and Quebec, Can- 
ada. Its growth duri. the past year was 
up to December 31, 1894, forty-five new coun- 
cils and an increase in membership of be- 
tween 10,000 and 11,000.

The society season of 1894-5 having reached 
its close, what better time could there be 
for a “society talk” in which some of the 
distinguishing characteristics of local soci- 
ety should be touched on and an analytical 
bird's-eye local field taken

Opened a conversation this past week with 
& well-known St. Louis society man, one 
who is thoroughly posted and a

“There is certainly no reason why we 
_ Shouldn't indulge in such a talk,” said this 
ar hang laughingly, “with the distinct 
understanding, however, that my name is 
not used. No man, you understand, likes to 
before the public in such a manner, un- 
he is professionally in the service of 
society, as was the late Mr. Ward McAllis- 
ter of New York.”’ 
And cigars agpioon g been lighted just then, 
the society man and the newspaper man set- 
down to a comfortable, easy and il- 
ting chat. 


“I want to know,” said the newspaper 
man, “what you consider the distinguishing 
characteristics of St. Louis society as you 
have found it.” 

“The fact that wealth is not the first con- 
sideration in obtaining a position in that so- 
ciety,"” came the remarkably unhesitating 
reply. “This holds good Ganpite the further 
fact that we have our full share of million- 
aire families as compared with the society of 
other large cities, and that of late years 
there have been many St. Louisans who have 
ae rich far beyond their expectations. 
It is peculiarly true of local society that 
‘good family’ and gentle training count here 
with as full force now as was ever the case 
in the brave old times. before Americans at 
large became tainted with the fever of 
wealth. Well-born people, either those 
whose families are known here or who come 
suitably introduced from other States or 
cities, find it possible to enter society with- 
out having to make a preliminary showing 
of their financial] balance sheets. Their fu- 
ture career here depends then altogether 
upon themselves; that is, they are judged 
only from the standpoint of pleasant, cul- 
tured and hospitable people, not from the 
point of view of those who first weigh the 
money-bags and then receive one on the 
strength of that weight.” 

“Who constitute the upper crust of local 
society—the old French families of St. Louis, 
or those families that have become promi- 
nent since the earlier days, or, again, those 
that have grown wealthy in the past fifteen 
years or so?’ : 

“There are two divisions in local society, 
and these are evenly made and are not in 
any way antagonistic one to the other. The 
first is led by the old French element; the 
second by what may be fairly called the 
New England element. In both of these, 
family and pedigree count for more than 
money. The French elemeat has in its 
ranks those families tnat have been known 
in St. Louis for a century past, or that have 
come well introduced from the South. The 
New England element is composed of those 
sterling ‘Down-Easters’ who have been add- 
ing to the culture and prosperity of this city 
so largely during the past half century, and 
whose well-established claims to ‘family 
run back to colonial and Mayflower days. 

“What families would you name as repre- 
serting the old French element in St. Louis 
ow poclety 7?” > 

‘“‘Well, off-hand, you might say that this is 
e fairly good and comprehensive list: The 
Morrisons, the Scanlans, the Chouteaus, the 
Meaffitts, the Foys, the Lucases, the John- 
sons, the Benoists, the Cabannes, the Eiw- 
ings, the Papins, the Valles, the Mullanphys, 
the Smiths and the Kennerleys. a 

“And the New England element? 

“The Chapmans; the Catlins, the McKit- 
tricks, the John Whittakers, the Sterlings, 
the Hitchcocks, the Colliers, the Davises, 
the Lionbergers, the Shepleys, the Hay- 
wards (although this family is Southern, it 
is more closely identified with the local New 
Pngland element), the Cuppleses, the Pit- 
fanys, the Yeatmans and the Leightons. 

“Do you present these two lists as con- 
taining the names best known in local so- 
ciety; that is, <P: orn the two ele- 

mentioned?’’ 
oy ome sense, yes, but then there are 
some families, like the Frosts and the Turn- 
ers, for instance, who are connected with 
both the old French and the New England 
elements, and cannot be classed distinctly 
with either, being thus allied equally to 
both. Then there is in local society a set 
of younger married people, composed of 
representatives of both the elements al- 
ready spoken of. Among these younger 
people might be mentioned Mr. Dan Taylor 
and wife, Mr. and Mrs. Duncan Joy, Mr. 
and Mrs. ‘Lil MoNair, Mr. and Mrs. Barbeau 
Mr. and Mrs. Howard Elliott, Mr. 


‘What would you state as being the num- 
ber of families enjoying unquestioned so- 
cial positidn here, and, in fact, constitut- 
ing local society ?’’ 

‘I should place the number at something 
over 200 families. You see, when you come 
to a point of this kind there are a lot of 
family connections and ramifications to be 
taken into consideration; a number of old 
families, for instance, who are ‘in society’ 
when they choose to be, but who are heard 
of very little as a rule.” 

“What are the recognized ‘society’ or- 
ganizations?’’ 

‘“T.ast season, that is, the season just 
closed, the Imperial and Dramatic Clubs 
represented the New England element, 
while the Stephanie Club stood for the old 
French families. Then, in addition, there 
was the very swell ‘Small and Early Club,’ 
composed of the younger and unmarried 

embers of the New England set, and also 

e Morning Choral Society.”’ 

“Ig there any local society censorship— 
that is, any duly authorized person or com- 
mittee, to pass judgment as to the admis- 
gion or rejection of applicants for sucial 
recognition ?’’ 

“There is not. Good introductions to 
houses already established and known in 
local society are imperative, of course, but 
@ new comer thus introduced, and then 
vouched for by the people to whom letters 


of introduction were presented, is received’ 


into the best set.’’ 

“How about St. Louis families hereto- 
fore unknown trying to enter society?” 

“It is difficult, unless they are very in- 
teresting people, or can produce satisfac- 
tory proofs of good blood.and breeding. I 
have already stated that wealth is not so 
all-powerful here. Well, it is a fact, r.ever- 
theless, that several St. Louis families 
having no other claim than that of great 
wealth, have succeeded after some years of 
endeavor, in getting into the best set, but 
on the other hand, there are many more 
new rich’ who have tried for years, who 
are still trying, and who are just as far 
from success now as when they started.” 

‘+ “About what date woull you name as 
the beginning and close of the local so- 
Ory, season?” 

“The Veiled Prophet’s ball may be said 
to mark the beginning of the season; its 
close is reached definitely about May 1. 
The Lenton season used to mark, »racti- 
cally, the close of the season, but for the

“What should it cost a family to move in 
St. Louis society and do a modestly suf- 
ficient amount of entertaining?’ 

“Tt can be done for $10,000 a year. I know:

McNair, having been the first Governor of 
Missouri after it became a State, and by 
descent he was also connected with the De 
Reilhes, the Jarrets, the Tiffins, and others 
of the oldest and best known of St. Louis 
families. Then he was a thorough club- 
man, a member of the St. Louis University, 
Marquette and Jockey Clubs; an officer in 
three of these, and as‘a bachelor he lived 
at the University Club. 

‘“‘McNair was quite famous socially as the 
most successful manager of gocial func- 
tions. It was he who directed all details of 
the first Daughters of the Confederacy ball }- 
about three years ago, which was such a 
brilliant success, and he has gotten up and 
managed several other big and exclusive so- 
ciety events. Then, in addition, he was 
fond of giving entertainments on his own 
account. One of the most original of his 
ideas in this connection was the monster 
‘circus party’ originated by him some few 
years ago, and shared in by Lon Church and 
the late Sydney R. Francis as what might 
be called associate hosts. This party com- 
prised 120 of the best known young society 
people in town. The assembly place for 
the party was at Beers’ Hotel on Grand ave- 
nue, where a number of big ‘busses were 
waiting, and from there they were driven 
to Barnum and Bailey’s circus. After the 
show they were driven down to Bodemann’s 
Grove, where a most elaborate open-air din- 
ner was served, and from there home. It 
was on this occasion that Miss Bessie Ken- 
nerly was accidentally thrown from the top 
of one of the ’busses and quite badly injured.

BOOKS OF THE WEEK.

“Some Good Intentions and a Blunder” ts a 
characteristic little sketch by John Oliver 
Hobbes, author of “Some Emotions and a 
Moral.” The good intentions are those of 
a lady who likes to make matches. In this 
case, however, the victims are refractory 
and she solves the difficulty by marrying 
the unwilling gentleman herself, The story 
is full of clever wit and good dialogue, but 
does not ring true. It is an excellent book 
to read, laugh over and forget. 

(‘Some Good Intentions and a Blunder,” 
by John Oliver Hobbes. The Merriam Co., 
New York.) 

A good romance is “Corona of the Nan- 
tahalas.’’ A baby carried away from a lux- 
urious home by a mad father is taken to 
the North Carolina mountains. Her life is 
saved by a rough mountaineer just as the 
father is about to fire a pistol into her head. 
The madman is killed and the little one 
taken to the mountaineer’s cabin, where 
she is reared as his own. A schoolmaster 
chancing to come into the neighborhood 
teaches her to read and write,and then dying 
leaves her a lot of classics in translation. 
Homer, the tragedians, Plato, Herodotus 
and all the other ancient writers thus form 
her intellectual food and for years she spells 
them out and gradually comes to understand 
them through her imaginative faculty. She 
knows nothing of the modern world and 
thinks Greece was yesterday and just over 
yonder. Then a young naturalist finds her 
with the result of love and marriage after 
a due quantity of adventure. Her identity 
is ascertained and she goes to New York to 
get her first glimpse of the modern world. 
The story is wildly improbable, but delight- 
ful none the less.

NOTE AND COMMENT. 


A book on “Hamlet” will shortly be pub- 
lished in England that is likely to occa- 
sion some stir. The author is Mr. John Cor- 
bin, an ex-student of Harvard, and at pres- 
ent an undergraduate at Balliol, Oxford. 
Mr. Corbin’s object is to show how the play 
appeared to the Elizabethan audiences be- 
fore whom it was acted. He has ascer- 
tained that such things as madness, lunacy 
and so on, which now appear to us hardly 
the subject for jest, were by the Elizabeth- 
ans viewed in the light of comedy, meant to 
relieve the tragic element in the play. Thus, 
the scenes between Hamlet and Ophelia 
were much appreciated for their humor by 
the audiences of the early part of the sev- 
enteenth century. On the same principle, 
Lear’s madness was intended to soften down 
the general horror of the tragedy. Mr. Cor- 
bin has carefully analyzed the sources of 
‘‘Hamilet,”’ with a view to showing that in 
all the previous plays written on the subject 
the mad scenes were meant to be looked 
upon in a comic aspect. He has worked out 
his idea with great care. 


The Peace Society will not make much 
headway if it does not receive more favor- 
able answers from those whom it approaches 
than it has just got from Maurus Jokai, the 
aged Hungarian novelist. He was asked to 
be President of the Hungarian branch of the 
association for producing peace on earth 
and hastening the disarmament of Europe; 
and this was the effect of his answer to the 
invitation: “I am a friend to peace with all 
my heart,” he said, “and, if France and 
Russia would lay down their arms, I would 
do my best to induce Austria-Hungary to 
follow their example; but if you ask the 
lambs to have their claws and teeth ex- 
tracted, let the wolves undergo the opera- 
tion first.”” Theoretically, he explained he 
was in accord with the aims of the society. 
Then, however, he added this stirring sen- 
tence—a sentence that must find an echo in 
the hearts of all whose manliness and pa- 
triotic ardor have not been dampened by the 
wishy-washy flood of latter-day sentimen- 
talism: “But if my fatherland, my freedom, 
my nation, my King are attacked by any- 
one, then I know no theories; I will take my 
gray head where it must fall in the noble 
cause.”’

miscellanies as sweetbreads, calf's head 
and the like. Smaller items, such as sweets, 
relishes, milk and eggs, syrups, etc., have 
also to bo bought daily, and the daily sup- 
ply of groceries ordered. 

Every hotel in this. city has a contract 
price all the year round for butter, and 
some of them for milk and eggs, and end- 
less precautions are taken to procure these 
articles always of the freshest and best. 
Milk, especially, is tested carefully and 
kept in the greatest cleanliness. Fresh 
eggs of the very best and soundest quality 
are rigorously insisted upon. Meats are 
packed in ‘‘cold-rooms”’ until in the very 
best condition of tenderness and flavor. 

The hotel chef is a king in his department 
—that of the hotel kitchen. He has several 
department chefs under him, one of whom 
bolls the meats and mixes the sauces; 
another broils and roasts meats and fish; 
a third handles the side dishes; a fourth 
makes the salads and prepares the cold 
meats; a fifth cuts the meats; a sixth 
dresses the fish, and so on. But the chef 
overlooks, and is responsible for, the entire 
culinary department. Just before each 
meal time he makes the round of the 
kitchen, tasting every article prepared. 
This includes literally the whole food sup- 
ply of the hotel, with the exception of the 
bread, the bakery being outside the juris- 
diction of the chef, and under that of the 
head baker.

prices of nearly every necessity of life at 
the present time. But sometimes an object- 
lesson forces itself upon his attention in this 
connection, and then he stops and thinks. 

A good many men of small means with 
families to maintain are indulging in this 
kind of thinking justnow. They are asking 
themselves why they should be saddled with 
an additional tax of something over $60 a 
year merely because four big trusts control 
the prices of four staple necessaries of life. 
They see that the Beef Trust has raised 


the price of beef te consumrs fully 5 to 10 
cents per pound. 

They see that the Leather Trust has raised 
the price of leather until manufacturers of 
boots and shoes have been forced to notify 
retail dealers of an advance in the fall that 
will make the cost to consumers fully one 
dollar a pair higher for boots and shoes than 
is being paid now. 

They see that the Standard Oil Trust has 
advanced the price of kerosene oil 8 cents a 
galion, 

They see that Phil Armour of Chicago, the 
leading figure in the Beef Trust, has also 
engineered a corner in wheat so successfully 
that the best flour has advanced $1 per bar- 
rel owing to Mr. Armour’s manipulation of 
the wheat market. 

They see that this means an increased cost 
of living to them as follows: Ifa family of 
five uses ten pounds of beef per week, this 
means at least 50 cents a week more than 
they used to pay, or $26 a year more. If 
they use first-class beef it will cost them $52 
a year more. Such a family using ten pairs 
of shoes yearly will pay $lu a year more than 
they have been paying. They will probably 
consume one barrel of flour per month, and 
this means $12 a year more for flour. They 
use about three gallons of kerosene oil per 
week, and the advance in kerosene oil means 
to them an increased expense of 24 cents’ a 
week, or $12.48 a year. This all means in its 
aggregate a total increase per year in the 
cost of living of at least $60.43. 

Sixty dollars a year, or five dollars a 
month, to a man already only barely making 
both ends meet, when added to his financial 
burden, is in the nature of a calamity, 
speaking without the slightest exaggeration. 
It is not pleasant for hard-working people 
of moderate means t6 realize that they are 
being taxed an additional! $60 a year for the 
sole purpose of increasing the dividends de- 
clared by monster millionaire trusts, one of 
which alone—the Leather Trust—is capital- 
ized for the stupendous amount of $120,000,- 
000; another of which—the Beef Trust—ex- 
pects to double its ordinary annual profits 
of $6,500,000, by means of this extra tax; an- 
other of which—the Standard Oil Trust—is 
figuring on op ey Renee by this present 
advance; and the fourth figure in this trust 
quartette—Phil Armour of Chicago—esti- 
mated to be already $5,000,000 richer through 
the advance in flour. 

It is not pleasant for these husbands and 
fathers of self-sacrificing wivés and helpless 
children to know that all this increased ex- 
pense of living is being shouldered on them 
in defiance of the law, and that despite this 
Attorney-General Olney of President 
jand’s Cabinet, to whom alone they can 
for succor, refuses to against 
lemolish these illegal trusts that are 
grinding ie people. 

It is not pleasant for them to realize that 
the reason Attorney-General Olney does not

BLASTING WITH UNSLAKED LIME. 


Gen. Newton Learned a Lesson in an 


Indiana Stone Quarry. 
Apropos of the late Gen. Newton’s death 


pis a little story he told. twenty years ago, 


when his work at Hell Gate made him a 
much-talked of man, says the New York 
Herald. . 

“I was in the quarry country of Indana,”’ 
said he, “where they take out great blocks 
of oolytic limestone without the use of a 
pound of powder. I had heard of the pro- 
cess; and I took a team at Greensburg and 
drove down to the quarries to see. "The 
superintendent was a Welshman of unprom- 
ising appearance. He was certainly an un- 
educated man, so far as colleges went, 
a? he Nery 4 wy bean ne 

“I aske m how he managed to blast 
such huge blocks of the rock and how much 
dynamite was required to the ton. He said 
he did not use dynamite or any other ex- 
plosive. He simply used unslaked lime. 
It astonished me, but before he took me to 
the quarry he set up a piece of pine board, 
an inch thick, against a wall of rock, 


brought out a revolver and fired at the}. 


board. 

“The bullet passed through, flattened 
against the stone and fell to the ground. 
Then he set up the board again, took the 
flattened bullet, threw {t against the board 
with astonishing skill striking it each time 
in the same place, and after the fifth cast 
the board was split from top to bottom. 

“*T didn’t use as much force when I 
threw as when I shot, did I? he said. ‘But 
the board would never split along the grain 
by shooting at it. I could tear that board 


spades and beat him out, easy as falling off 
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into pieces shooting, but if I want it to 
break in long sections on the grain I don’t 
want to use such sudden force. 

‘*That’s how I blast with lime.’ 

*“‘And then he took me to the quarry. They 
had drilled a series of holes in the place he 
had marked, his judgment and trained in- 
telligence telling him where the dividing 
line should run. Then they tamped these 
holes full of unslaked lime, poured water 
on it, keyed them shut and waited. In 
twele hours the mass of rock he wanted 
would begin with groans and cracklings 
to separate. In sixteen hours it would be 
free and the force of the lime would be 
spent. 

“ ‘Tf I used powder or dynamite,’ said he, 
‘I would rip ont such a mass as that in 
fifteen minutes, but it would be chipped and 
cracked into a hundred pieces, r, more 
likely, in a large blast the powder would 
simply tear out a way along the least re- 
sistance, shelling out a lot of spawls and 
leave my big rock as solid as ever.’ 

“IT thanked my Welshman,’’ said Gen. 
Newton, “and told him he was much of a 
philosopher.”’

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HAS EFFECTED 
A REFORM. 


Suggestion by Carlisle Affects 
Many Postoffices, 


Through the efforts of Postmaster James 
L. Carlisle a reform has been inaugurated 
by the Post-offica Department at Washing- 
ton, affecting every first and second-class 
Post-office in the United States and many 
of the smaller offices. 

A new line of action will be taken through- 
out the country which will not only be of in- 
terest to Postmasters, but to eligibles on the 
civil service lists. The practice which has 
been in vogue for a number of years in the 
St. Louis office and in nearly every large 
office in the country, of employing regular 


clerks as auxiliary clerks and thus enabling 
them to draw two salaries, will be stopped. 

Postmaster Carlisle expects to receive ad- 
vices from the department at Washington 
to this effect within the next day or two. It 
has. been charged that favoritism has been 
shown in many cases in these appointments 
and that the efficiency of the service has 
been greatly crippled thereby. The practice 
was found in vogue by Mr. Carlisle when he 
took charge of the office, and when his at- 
tention was called to its results he immedi- 
ately notified the department at Washing- 
ton. 

The matter was first’ taken up in April 
and has since been the subject of consider- 
able correspondence. -One letter from First 
Assistant Postmaster Jones censured. Mr. 
Carlisle for allowing the practice to go on 
and indicated that the auxiliary force would 
be cut off entirely. To this Mr. Carlisle re- 
plied that the mails could not be handled 
without an auxiliary force, and that the 
present system of appointing men from the 
regular force in other divisions had been in 
vogue since 1884 or earlier. 

This set the department to Investigating, 
and it was soon found that the same prac- 
tice exists in a number of other cities, in 
some of which the Postmasters have u 
it to favor political friends. 

In some cases the civil service lists of 
eligibles have been entirely ignored, and 
complaints have reached the Civil Service 
Commission. 

The department will practically adopt the 
recommendations of ostmaster Carlisle, 
who, in turn, accepted the suggestions of 
Supt. Robertson of the Mailing Division. 
Assistant Postmaster Little told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the change would 
greatly benefit the service. Eligibles from 
the civil service lists will be ven posi- 
tions on the auxiliary force. They are in 
line of promotion, and will naturally take 
an interest in the work and acquire a de- 
gree of efficiency that will insure them 
regular positions and promotions to grades 
that will afford better pay. Besides it will 


compel men who are working overtime now 
for the sake of earning extra cOmpensa- 
tion to confine themselves to the hours pre- 
scribed by the department. “Men who 
work hard all day are not fit to work over- 
time,’”’ said Mr. Little, “and they must 
neglect one or the other of their duties, 
prosert both.’’ 

April 5 Supt. J. B. Robertsoa of the Mail- 
ing Department wrote Postmaster Carlisle 
as follows: 

‘There are now allowed the mailing divis- 
ion twenty-two two and one-half hour, or 
auxiliary clerks at a cost of $4,400 per an- 
num, from whom we receive 17,125 hours’ 
service. The work performed by the major- 
ity of these clerks is not satisfactory, it 
being impossible to excite their ambition or 
have them perform the duties assigned to 
them with accuracy or s d, their duties 
in other divisions of the office preventing 
same, while some are, through such other 
yas. independent of this position. 

“I therefore respectfully request permis- 
sion to expend the $4,400 mentioned above in 
employing twenty-two certified substitutes 
as auxiliary clerks at $200 each per annum, 
each to perform four hours’ service per day, 
which would amount to 27,540 hours per an- 
num, The services received will Be bene- 
ficial to this division’ and the doing away 
with the present system will result advan- 
tageously to all other divisions whose clerks 
are employed for those hours in the mailing 
divisien, and will conduce to greater disci- 
pline in the office. It will, however, be nec- 
essary to make this change praceest. 

“In connection with this I would suggest 
that we make deductions against all em- 
ployes for all absences, whether by permis- 
sion on account of sickness or other cause, 
at the same rate as the salary they are re- 
ceiving and credit these amounts to an aux- 
iliary fund which would be expended in the 
employment of sub-clerks for the three 
hours only of each day during which their 
services would be most valuable to me.’’ 

This is the letter that started the investi- 
gation. Postmaster Carlisle forwarded it 
to the department at Washington with the 
recommengation that the request of Supt. 
Robertson be granted.

The Platts Seek to Enjoin the President 
of the Board of Assessors. 


Blizabeth W., Philip C. and Charles R. 
Platt, executors of Henry 8. Platt’s will, 
filed an injunction suit against A. H. Fred- 
erick, President of the Board of Assessors, 
to restrain him from enforcing the action 


of the Board of Equalization in increasing 
the amount of the Platt estate assessment. 
The Board added to the return made on 
the estate $17,300 of National Lead Co. and 
Crystal Plate Glass Co. stock. The plaint- 
iffs claim that these corporations have 
paid merchants’, State, county and school 
taxes for 1894, and hence the assessment 
of the plaintiffs’ stock is a double taxa- 
tion. 
The plaintiffs allege they have been in- 
formed that certain members of the Board 
of Equalization own stocks on which they 
made no return. They also allege that the 
assessment of seventy shares of National 
Lead Co. stock at $7,000 and 108 shares of 
Crystal Plate Glass Co, at $10,300 is ex- 
orbitant.

BLOOMERETTS.. Adiminative 
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What the People Have Lost 


of Gold Monometallists, 


Through the Hostile Work 


DENVER, Colo., May 11,—Hon. Richard P. { 
Bland of Missouri addressed a large audi- 
ence in this city to-night on the subject, 
“Twenty Years’ Fight in Congress for Free 
Silver, dnd the Fight Yet to Come.” 

This is the first of a series of lectures 
which Mr. Bland has contracted to deliver 
throughout this State. 

Mr. Bland spoke to-night as follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: I haye to thank 
you and the good citizens of Denver for 
this magnificent reception, gnd the good 

ople of Colorado for the many pressing 
nvitations they have extended me to ad- 
dress them. 

I have chosen for my subject the ‘Fight 
‘of Twenty Years in Congress for the Free 
Coinage of Silver, and the Fight Yet to 
Come.” This is the first time I have ever 
visited a silver mining State since this 
twenty year battle began. I have no inter- 
est whatever in the States producing the 
oe metals, and no Bh 4 for them 

eyond the interest and sympathy I have 
in our common country. You may have 
as the producers of silver to that extent 
a local interest in its restoration as money; 
but if the restoration of silver were a mere 
local question affecting you alone you 
would indeed be helpless; and if the res- 
toration of silver benefited you to the det- 
riment of the majority of the people uw 
would have no right to ask it; I can’t be- 
lieve you would demand. it. 

I have advocated for twenty years the 
free coinage of silver, because of my con- 
victions that this potley is absolutely nec- 
essary to the prosperity of this nation, 
and especially of the people of my own 
State. The losses your silver producers 
have sustained on account of the demone- 
tization of silver are not to be compared 
with the enormous losses of the farmers 
of Missouri in the fall of prices of farms 
and the products of the soil, consequent, 
as we believe, upon the demonetizgation 
of silver. 

On this point I submit a few extracts 
from the Boonville Democrat ef April 24 
last, published in Boonville, Mo., a marked 
copy of which was sent to me by the editor, 
Col. F. Switzler. Col. Switzler was 
the Superintendent of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics at Washington during Mr. Cleve- 
land’s first administration. I read: *‘Then 
what are the facts? In 1878 the value of one 
ecre of the products of wheat, cotton, corn, 
oats and hay was $15.65; in 1898 it was 
worth $8.15, a decline of nearly 48 per cent, 
and a decline continued during the next 
year.”’ 

Again he says, “If American farm prod- | 
ucts had sold in 1898 for the prices of 1873, 
they would have brought §$1,500,000,000 more 
money.” 

This shows a loss to the American farm- 
,@Ts on one year’s product of more money 
than the total value of the whole silver 
output of the United States from 1873 to 
1893. Agoorsing 10 the report of the Dit- 
rector of the Mint, showing the produc- 
tion of silver in the United States, we had 

roduced from to 1893 about $1,000,000,000. 
See the report of the Director of the Mint 
or the year 1878, page 22.) 

Again Col. Switgler goes on to say: 
*Missour! produced 7,695,000 bushels of wheat 
in 1872, and the product was worth $10,- 
894,950. In 1890 we produced 30,113,821 bus h- 
els, which at the prices of 1872 would have 
brought $42,640,487; but a shrinkage of val- 
ues Of about 47 per cent had intervened, 
and our thirty-odd million bushels were 
worth ay about $22,500,000, a loss of nearly 

000,000 in one State on a single crop.” 

it will not do to say that this was owing 
to an overproduction of wheat, for the 

roduction has not greatly increased dur- 
ng the last decade. If we take the whwle 
of the farm products of Missouri, no doubt 
that State has lost annually on account of 
failing prices in consequence of gilver de- 
monetization at least as much as the whole 
silver output of Colorado annually. It 
may -+be said that the prices of all the 
products of the soil, the factory and the 
mine, and the products of labor generally, 
have suffered in the same ratio; but it is 
not my purpose to enter upon an elab- 
orate discussion of the merits of the silver 
question, but to allude to the importance 
of silver restoration in connection with the 
particular theme under consideration, 
which, as before stated, relates to the his- 
tory of the battles in Congress on this 
question for the past twenty years. 

To comprehend the silver question and 
the battles fought in Congress for the free 
coinage of silver, it is necessary to hegin 
with the act of 18723, known as the act that 
demonetized the standard silver dollar, 
From the passage of our first mint act in 
4792 until the demonetization act of 1873 
the standard silver dollar, 371 grains pure 
silver, was the unit of account or standard 
of value. The amount of pure silver in this 
dolar was never altered, whereas the gold 
dollar had been twice changed. For over 
ey Ft and up to 1873 the standard 
silver dollar, as now coined in pure sil- 
ver, was the unit of our coinage. 


THE ACT OF 1873. 


How Silver Was Demonetized by In- 
direction and by Stealth. 

The act of 1873 was entitled as follows: 
"An act revising and amending the laws re- 
lating to the mints and the assay offices 
and the coinage of the United States,”’ 
This act containg in all sixty-seven sections |. 
and deals with the management of the mints 
and assay offices, The title of the act and 
the context indicates the sole purpose of 


the act to be to amend the details relating 
to the management of the mints and ussay 
offices and the coinage, There ia nothing 
whatever the title of the act giving no- 
tice that the purpose of the act was to dis- 
place the old silver unit and to put in its 
stead the gold dollar ag the unit of value: 
nothing to indicate a purpose to prohibit 
the coinage of the old silver unit that had 
had the right of free coinage at ovr mints 
and full jegal tender from the foundation 
of the Government up to that time. 
Notwithstanding the act contains sixty- 
seven sections in all, there was no impor- 
tant change in the law relating to the mints 
-and assay offices and the coinage except- 
ing that part prohibiting the coinage of 
the standard silyer dollar and substituting 
the gold dollar for the silver dollar as the 
unit of account, And further proof that 
this revolutionary change from the silver 
unit to the gold unit, from the law providing 
for the free coinage of both gold and silver 
to the law that prohibited the coinage of 
any full jegal tender money excepf gold, it 
is only necessary to refer to the manner in 
which thig important change in our mone- 
tary system was brought about. The 
change could have been made in a few 
words and in one section had the authors of 
e bill boldly ‘gone to work to accomplish 
their purpose; but instead of that the work 
of demonetigzation was done by’ piecemeal, 
by indirection and evidently in a stealthy

Sec. 17 provides that no coins elther of 
gold, silver or minor coinage shall hereafter 

e issued from the mints other’than e 
of the denominations, standards and 
weights herein set forth. Seg, 15 had set 
forth the silver coins authorized to be 
struck at our mints, purposely leaving out 
the silver dollar; so that sec. 17 clinches 
the work by inhibiting the coinage of any 
silver pieces except the coins named in sec. 
15. Sec. 14 had already provided for the 
coinage of the gold dollar piece ag the unft 
of value; a quarter eagle, or $2.50 piece; a 
half eagle, or $5 piece; an eagle, or a $10 
piece, and a double eagle, or $20 piece. 

Sec. 20 provides that any owner of gold 
bullion may deposit the same at any mint 
to be formed into coin or bars for his bene- 
fit, giving free coinage to gold. 

Sec. 21 provides that the owner of sil- 
ver bullion may deposit the same at any 
mint to be formed into bars or into dollars 
of 420 grains troy, designated in this act as 
trade dollars, and no deposit of silver for 
other cofnage shall be received; thus abso- 
lutely inhibiting all coinage of full legal ten- 
der standard silver money;for the trade dol- 
lar was not a legal tender,except in stims of 
$5, and was put upon the same plane as 
fractional coin or subsidiary money. Gold 
was made the unit of value and given unlim- 
ited coinage at our mints; while it is eyi- 
dent from the manner in which this revolu- 
tion in our monetary system w accom- 
piehed it was done indirectly and stealth- 
ly, yet it was the most important and far- 
reaching legislation on money ever enacted 
in our government. Even the trade douar 
was finally struck from the lists of coins. 
By the act of July 22, 1876, the coifiage of the 
trade dolar was suspended. except to be 
coined in the discretion of the retary 
of the Treasury, and its legal tender char- 
acter repealed. The act of Feb. 9, 
thorized the retirement and recoin 
trade dollar by exchanging standard 3il- 
ver dollars for all trade dollars at that time 
outstanding, and the recoinage of the trade 
dollars into standard silver dollars and pro- 
ri, any further coinage of the trade 

ollar. 


INFLATION AND RESUMPTION. 


The Progress of Currency Bills Fol- 
lowing the Act of 1873. 

The act of Feb. 12, 1873, was passed in the 
closing days of the last session of the Forty- 
second Congress. I was first elected to 
Congress in November, 1872; the term of 
service began on the 4th of March, 1878, 
not quite one month after silver was de- 


monetized... The Forty-third Congress as- 
sembled in regular session in December, 
1878, about ten months after the passage 
of the act demonetizing silyer. James G. 
Blaine of Maine was chosen Speaker of. the 
House. During the whole Forty-third Con- 
gress the silver question was not alluded to. 
Both Congress and the country were entire- 
ly ignorant of the effect of the act of Feb. 
12, 1873. Mr. Blaine himself, who, at the 
time of the passage of the act of 1873, was 
Speaker of the House, a few years after- 
ward stated in the Senate that, at the time 
of the enactment he was not aware of the 
effect of the act demonetizing silver, 

The Forty-third Congress, however, very 
elaborately considered the currency ques- 
tion. At that time neither gold nor silver 
were in circulation and but little attention 
was paid to coin money by Congress or the 
masses of the people. We were on a paper 
basis, consequently the discussions of the 
currency question related entirely to the 
preenpack and national bank note circu- 
ation. 

The Forty-third Congress passed what was 
commonly called’ at that time the infation 
act. This act increased the greenback cir- 
culation from about ,000,000 to ».w,000,000, 
but was vetoed by President Grant. This 
so-called inflation act was passed during the 
first session of the Forty-third Congress 
and was intended to meet the difficulties 
of ‘the coun at that time, for an attempt- 
ed retirement of the greenbacks had pro- 
duced alarm in the country and brought 
on a disastrous panic. 

At the last or short session of the Forty- 
third Congresg the resumption law, so- 
called, was passed, providing for the re- 
sumption of specie payments on the. first 
day of January, 1879, This law gave power 
to the Secretary 9 the Treasury to sell 
the character and description of bonds 
authorized by the act of July 14, 1870, known 
as the Refun Act, Th

purpose of which was to ultimately retire 
the greenbacks and go to a coin basis. The

A corner 
on money had been executed, business was 
prostrated in every section of the jand; a 
reign of terror was thus broseat about, 
Resolutions were formulated in blank in 
Wall Street and telegraphed to the various

quests for their adoption, demandi the 
repeal of the purchase clause of the Sher- 
man act. The vast debts throughout the 
country were pressed for collection, and 
when debtors went to the banks to secure 
loans to meet their obligations, they were 
coolly told that it was mot safe to loan 
money until the repeal of the purchase 
clause of the Sherman act, 

It was insisted by the money lenders that 
so soon as this act was repealed money 
would be plentiful, would be loaned without 
stint, and prosperity would immediately re- 
turn. This pressure induced the people to 
petition Congress for the repeal of this act 
and the result of all was an overwhelming 
vote in the House for its repeal. 

The bill went to the Senate. There it met 
with a stubborn opposition, for at the time 
the bill passed the House and went to the 
Senate, it was well known and understood 
that a majority of Senators were opposed 
to the repeal; bat the same pressure was 
used to pass the bill in the Senate as had 
been resorted to in the House. All offers of 
compromise were spurned; unconditional re- 
peal was demanded by the money power 
as the only salvation to the people; for with- 
out it, the money that was hoarded and cor- 
nered would be held until an impoverished 
people. were brought into subjection and 
compelled to yield to the demands of greed. 
The repeal bill of the House was reported 
from the. Finance Committee of the Senate 
by Mr. Voorhees, chairman of this commit- 
tee. with a few unimportant amendments, 
and was taken up the Senate on the 28th 
day of August and debated until the 30th 
day of October, at which time all amend- 
ments that had been offered were voted 
down except the committee er yee 
which were agreed to, and the bill pas 
on the 80th day of October and was sent to 
the House. 

The House agreed to these amendments 
and the bill finally passed the House of 
Representatives, Nov. 1, and was approved 
by the President on the second day of No- 
vember, The debates in the House and 
Senate on this bill were Prenaesy the ablest 
and most prolonged discussion o the money 

uestion that ever took place in any par- 
liamentary body. The friends of silver pre 
dfcted then precisely what has taken place. 
They predicted a t appreciation o sold, 
a depreciation of prices, hard times an 
business stagnation as the result of silver 
demonetization. ese things have come 
to pass. The friends of gold monometallism 
insisted that the repeal of the puronase 
clause of the Sherman act would restore 
confidence throughout the country, invite 
an inflow of gold to our shores, and would 
bring universal prosperity; just the reverse 
has occurred.

James Gilbert of Paris, Ill., Has Been 


a Shoemaker Seventy-four Years.

PARIS, Iil., May 7.—A quaint and interest- 
img character visible from day to day on 
the streets of this city, is James Gilbert, 
who though in the 89th year of his age works 


six days in the week at his trade as a shoe- 
maker, which he has followed continuously 
for seventy-four years. 

Mr. Gilbert, aside from a slight deafness, 

reserves his faculties and talked entertain- 
ngely to a Post-Dispatch representative con- 
cerning his life, which has been replete 
with interest. 

He was born at Kingsbridge, Devonshire, 
Ergiand, Aug. 20, 1806. At the age of 15 
was apprenticed to a shoemaker, with 
whom he remained until he reached his ma- 
jority. He then went to Plymouth and re- 
sided for a year, during which time the great 
Plymouth breakwater, five miles out in the 
@cean, was in course of construction. Af- 
ter-Jeaving Plymouth he went to the Island | 
of Jersey, and with the exception of ‘oc- 
casional trips to England remained four 
years, going thence to London for a ten 
years’ residence; then back to Jersey for 
an equal period and finally to America 
settling down at Toronto, Canada, and 
coming to Paris in 1855. 

He lived in England under the reign of 
George III., George IV., William IV. and 
Queen Victoria. He participated in cele- 
brating the jubilee anniversary of the 
reign of George III., and says that all the 
inhabitants of his native town (Kings- 
bridge) took dinner in the street on that 
gay as a mark of respect to their sovereign.

Land Values and Wheat Values. 
To the Single-Tax Editor. 

The single-tax proposition in regard to 
land value is, that because one man or a 
few men in the community did not make it, 
they were not entitled to it. In keeping with 
this idea single-tax men say that what a 
man makes belongs to him, and what the 
community makes belongs to it. Now, sup- 
pose I go out in a country away from my 
fellow-men and raise a large amount of 
wheat, corn and meat, and there should 
ecme a thousand persons witheut a supply 
of food and settle around me. Of course the 
price of my food supply would go up by the 
demand of these thousand people; they 
made my provisions advance in value; it was 
from nothing I had dene. According to the 
single-tax theory was I entitled to this ad- 
vance which I had not made? FERGUS. 

Our correspondent simply states an inci- 
dental phase of the subject and does not 
touch our main contention. Whether or not 
Fergus would have the right to charge more 
for his wheat, corn and meats than they 
were worth does not affect the fundamental 
principle of the single-tax. Man can live 
without either, or all of these articles, but 
he cannot live without land; man, if access 
to land is free to him, can exist without 
resort to the meats of domestic animals 
and the cereals raised by hand. Wild fruits 
and animals, and even the bafks and roots 
of trees and shrubs would sustain life until 
the soil could be made to bring forth its 
bounty, but as a matter of fact, Fergus 
would have no moral] right to corner the 
market and charge more than the food- 
stuffs were worth, such worth being based 
on the amount of labor and capital em-

By taxing land according 
to value, it becomes relatively cheap as the 
tax increases, until such a thing as selling 
value will have been entirely taxed away, 
but its economic (monopoly) value will re- 
main, whereas, if you tax labor ,products 
those products become relatively dear as the 
tax increases, and this could be carried to 
such an extent as to entirely destroy the 
production of the thing taxed, In the one 
ease taxation makes the selling value of 
land disappear and all land not required for 
immediate use would become free, and in 
the other the tax drives out the producer 
of things taxed, thus reducing the number 
of opportunities for labor and depriving the 
Zeopie of .useful articles of consumption.

NOVEL DISPLAY OF 
BEAUTIFUL STATUES. 


A Grand Exhibition of Sculpture 
by American Artists.

Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 9.—Tuesday witnessed 
the opening of the most novel and interest- 
ing exhibition of sculpture ever heid in this 
country, and the Fine Arts Building on 
West Fifty-seventh street, where it was 
held, contains in statues and shrubbery ele- 
ments of beauty in art and nature which 
made a brilliant scene when the galleries 
were thrown open to the public. 

It was the first exhibition given by the 
National Sculpture Society, to which the 
leading sculptors of the United States be- 
long. To insure its success the sculptors of 
New York and other cities had for months 
been working with the liveliest interest, pre- 
paring their finest works and refusing to 
send statues to other exhibitions. All of the 
distinguished sculptors were repfesented, 
and most of them by either the originals or 
copies of their celebrated works. Here 
were gathered under one roof for the first 
time a representative collection of the best 
products of American sculpture, artistically 
arranged and placed in a setting of natural 
beauty. 

The sculptors believe that we are on the 
eve of an epoch of statue building, and that 
the millionaire will decerate his garden as 
carefully in the future as he now decorates 
the interior of his house. This will create 
a demand for marble and bronge statuary 
illustrative of the gods and goddesses of 
mythology, of the forces of nature and of 
the endless number of subjects from which 
the sculptor may draw impiration. Ani- 
mals in action and repose, Cupids, sa 
hunting, boys at play, eagles and other 
birds, and Venus in a thousand forms offer 
subjects of this class, which in bronze or 
marble may decorate a lawn or garden,

The ‘pieces of 
sculpture in the exhibition, which numbered 
more than two hundred, were skillfully dis- 
posed among the sandshrubbery. ~° 

TWO STRIKING STATUES... 

At the main entrance of the large hall 
the group on the left first attracted the 
attention of the visitor. This was a group 
entitled “Mercu Teasing the Eagle of 
Jupiter,” by F. W. Ruckstuhi, whose life- 
like bust of John Russell Young occupied 
a place further down the hall, At the right 
of the entrance wag the original and beau- 
tiful “Whirlwind” of J, Scott Hartley, and 
further on was a large plaster cast of “‘The 
Puritan,”’ by J. Q. A. Ward, the bronze cast 
of which was one of the most striking and 
satisfactory statues in Central Park. Two 
other large pieces from the chisel of Mr. 
Ward occupied conspicuous places at the 
further end of the main hall. 

Half way down the large room the old 
Italian wall was formed into an alcove on 
either side. In these pretty alcoves were 
small lakes or pools of water, from the cen- 
ter of which were groups of statuary. The 
view at the efid was broken by three re- 
ceases, likewise containing life-size figures, 
with a path running in front and leading to 
the smaller gardens on either side. 

The National Sculpture Society, which 
gave the exhibition, was acting in unison 
with the Architectural e of this city, 
and with the American Numismatic and Ar- 
chaeological Society. The latter is trying to 
raise the standard of the national coinage 
and among other. exhibits are the original 
designs carried out in plaster on a fixed 
scale for the prepeser new dollar. These

Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
FORSYTHE, Mo., May 7.—~Among. the 
natives who live along the clear streams of 
Taney County, gigging and spearing fish is 
one of their principal sports. There is many 
a man in Taney County who can balance 


himself at the end of one of those slender, 
unstable cahoés indigenous to our streams, 
and hurl his long gig thirty feet with such 
accuracy as to impale, three times out of 
five throws, a fish as it. darts through the 
transparent water. During the summer 
fall and often late in the winter the streams 
of this county remain so clear that the 
smallest object can be distindétly seen on 
the bottom where the river is twenty feet 
deep. It is claimed a pin can be seen in 
twenty feet of water and though I have 
never seen it tried, still I do not doubt that 
such is the case. When the streams are at 
their clearest the natives, provided with 
their long-handled gigs or spears, let their 
canoes gently drift with the current, mean- 
while keeping a close scrutiny of the crystal 
waters before them. Woe unto the fish 
that is caught napping among the boulders 
that strew the river bottoms or darting past 
the canoe comes within reach of their un- 
erring thrust.

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“GIG FISHING IN THE OZARKS

In brief, it was a “Regime Batard,”’ hav- 
ing only one object in view—that is, to 
‘make money.” Indeed, the rallying cry 
of the monarchy of July was the typical 
words of cynical old M. Guigzot: “Enriches- 
sez vous’—make money! And Louis Phil- 
ippe, who entered the Tuileries a very poor 
man, left at his death one of the largest 
fortunes of modern times, which he picked 
up in the numerous énterprises that were 
a feature of the period, and very often 
through the most questionable methods, 
and the writer i@ only sorry to not be able 
to enumerate them at length. 

The people finally became disgusted and 
restiss, and th first grat Napoleonic re- 
vival get in in earnest on all sides, taking 
the form of a rallying. cry of an outraged 
nation; a protest against the indignities and 
turpitudes of the day. It was indeed an im 
mense outcry, ah expresion of utter dis- 
gust fof the existing state of things, a kind 
ef reverential tribute paid to a glorious past 
with that earnestness and profuseness of 
forms that the French are capable of ex- 
hibiting under such circumstances. 

Finally thé clamor became so great, s0 
loud, that the bourgeois King took fright. 
But Louls. Philippe was a wise man and 
surrounded with wise men, and under the 
advice of M. Thiers—then one of his Minis- 
tera, and who perhaps contributed more tha 
any other writer of the century to prepare 
and foster the first Napoleonic revival—de- 
cided to “‘canalize’’, if possibje, the current;

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SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 7—In the sum~ 
mer of 1865 Springfield, Mo., contained some 
very strangely contrasting phases of life. 
For four years the town had been the cen- 
ter of a territory of conflict in which nearly 
every evil feature of war was witnessed by 
the helpless non-combatants. Regular ar- 
mies, led by commanders whose names now 
belong to history, marched again and again 
through the gates of the little frontier city, 

and met in deadly battle on the billowy prai- 

ries and wooded hills that crown the Ozarks 
Union militia and rebel bushwhackers, Fed- 
eral scouts and Confederate raiders, contrib- 
uted respectively their share of violence to 
the scene of ruin which the survivors of 
those terrible years remember to-day 650 
sadly. 

When the wasted armies of the South 
‘could maintain no longer the unequal and 
hopeless struggle, Springfield did not readily 
exchange the trappings of war for the habits 

peace, but coritinued to be a military — 
until about the middle of the summer. n. 
Sanburn had command of the Federal forces 
at Springfield when tbe war closed, and un- 
der him was the well-known ioneer of 
Southwest Missouri, Gen. C. B. Holland, now | 
a familiar and much-esteemed citizen of the 
town which he has seen grow from a log 
cabin ta the beautiful. metropolis of the 
Ozarks.

In the spring of 1865, after his services as | 
a Union scout were no longer needed, “Wild | 
Bill’”” became the chief of a gambling fra- 
ternity in Springfield, and sought to find in 
the possibilities of a poker deal some com- | 
pensation for the loss of the excitement of | 
war. The late scout and his sporting asso- | 
ciates made the old Lyon House on South 
street their headquarters, this being the | 
most important hotel in town at that time. | 
“Wild Bill’’ was much lionized by the reck- 
less element of Springfield. His war record | 
gave him prominence among the lawless | 
spirits of the place, and then he lived in a 
style which could not fail to win the admir- 
ation of every tough and sport of less dis- 
tinction. His dress was extravagantly cost- 
ly and fashioned after the loudest ideal of 
the gambling profession of the Western 
frontier. His hair and mustache were the 
pride of the gambler’s heart. The former 
fellin rich flowing curls on the broad shoul- 
ders of the strong man, and the latter could 
almost be tied around his neck. No lady 
ever bestowed more fond earesses on her 
graceful locks than ‘‘Wild Bill” gave to his 
luxuriant hair and mustache. He wore a 
Mexican sombrero of the largest and most 
expensive pattern and a watch chain of im- 
mense size, while on his fingers glistened 
jewelry no less elaborate in proportion. 

When the gambler chief walked forth from 
his apartments at the Lyon House thus ar- 
rayed it is not strange that all eyes were 
focused on his conspicuous figure. When he 
entered a saloon everybody, from the pro- 
head down to the lowest bum, paid “Wilda 

ill’ the most loyal homage. 

There are many traditions that tell how 
the royal gamblér would ride his horse into

These were the bodies of the 
Tonghak leaders,: who had been led out to 
die there; criminals in Corea, as in old Jeru- 
salem, suffering “‘without the gate.”” A few 
days later an order appeared in the Gazette 
abolishing beheading and “slicing to death,”’ 
and substituting strangulation for civil and 
shooting for military capital crimes, This 
order makes an end practically of the power 
of life and death hitherto one of the prerog- 
atives of the Corean sovereigns.

Meanwhile the 
Tonghak leaders, less guilty than Pak and 
So—for they rose not to place themselves in 
power by treacherous assassinations, but 
to right grievous wrongs by fair fight—have 
suffered the death penalty. 

Kim Okiun, who, with Pak and So organ- 
ized and carried out the conspiracy of 1854, 
after living for ten years in Japan, went 
over to Shanghai a few months ago, where 
he was promptly murdered by a Corean. 
Kim's body was sent to Corea, where it was 
quartered and treated with horrible indigna- 
ties, while the remaining members of his 
family were grievously maltreated—the 
murderer at the same time receiving re-

WOMEN AS 
INVENTORS. 


Patents for All Sorts of Odd 
Things Held by the Gentle Sex. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Significant of the times is the fact that 
woman is rapidly coming to the front as an 
inventor. Some women are not only filing 
applications for patents on improvements 
in articles especially adapted and intended 
for thelr sex, but they are exercising their 
ingenuity in the direction of improving 
many of the implements with which men 
only as a rule are supposed to deal. 

The model-room of. the Patent Office in 
Washington bears witness to the fact that 
the inventive genius of the fair sex, while 


perhaps not so prolific as man’s, has cer- 
tainly accomplished remarkable results. 
The first invention in this country Dy a 
woman was in 1809 and perfected on May 6 
of that year. It was a device for straw 
weaving with silk or thread. The name of 
the inventor was Mary Kies. The next in- 
vention by a woman was in July, 1815. This 
was a corset perfected by Mary Brush.

An application was once made by a woman 
for a patent on “artificial dimples."" It was 
rejected, however, by the Commissioner of 
the Patent Office, so that any of the fair 
sex who now desire to experiment can do so 
without infringement. Her claims were as 
es: 

“Smear a small spot on the cheek or 
chin with a colorless shellac varnish mixed 
with glue. With a pencil or n-holder 
press the flesh with the paint, holding it 
there until the substance on the face be- 
comes dry and hard. The stiffened indenta- 
tion thus retains the exact shape of a. 
dimple, and a little face powder carefully 
dusted over the “artificial mple”’ will com- 
pietely conceal the varnish glue compound. 

Some care must be observed in smiling 
too suddenly, or the dimple may be broken. 
But with the ordinary gentle usage it will 
retain its pretty shape'a whole evening, if 
not longer. While the dimple process is 
applicable to those whose faces comprise a 
soft, velvety or pulp surface, as then a very 
deceptive dimple can be produced, it is not 
available for thin or bon faces, nor where 
the skin is very thick <na unyielding.”’
